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It  Las  been  truly  remarked  by  Shelley,  "  tbat  the  jury 
irliich  sits  in  judgment  upon  a  poet  must  bo  composed 
of  bis  peers ;  it  must  bo  empanelled  by  timo  from  tbo 
seleetest  of  tho  wiso  of  many  generations."  By  tbo 
verdict  of  this  august  tribunal,  iEscbylus  takes  rank 
with  Uomer,  Danto,  and  Shakespeare,  and  may  justly 
be  regarded  as  ono  of  **  tho  unacknowledgod  legislators 
of  tho  world," 

As  it  may  appear  presumptuous  to  offer  to  tho  public 
a  new  translation  of  tho  ^schylean  trilogy,  tho 
grandest  dramatic  work  of  classical  antiquity,  I  may 
perhaps  bo  allowed  to  state  that  I  have  not  entered 
upon  tho  task  altogether  uninvited.  On  tho  publico* 
lion  of  my  translation  of  **  Faust,"  and  tho  other  master- 
works  of  Goethe,  in  Bohn's  Standard  Library,  I  was 
strongly  urged  by  tho  late  Baron  Bunsen  to  undertake 
the  translation  of  tho  Greek  dramas.  I  felt  honoured 
by  tho  proposal ;  and  though  I  was  not  immediately 
impelled  to  act  upon  tho  suggestion,  his  words  havo 
dwelt  in  my  memory,  and  havo  encouraged  mo  to  com* 
plete  an  arduous  and  very  difficult  undertaking. 

Considerable  diversity  of  opinion  prevails  rospcctiog 
tho  propriety  of  omploying  rhymed  metres  as  sab* 
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*titut«  fop  tho  complex  foraia  of  dassieol  poetry 
heneo  it  m^aot  ba  iwnpodieiit  briofly  to  ^.te  ay 
nMOM  for  adopting  iham.  „  ,a„t^^  -^  my/odgment 
the  only  .doq»rte  Tehido  for  tepiodaeiag  the  dbonl 
odei  of  tho  Greek  dnuDM. 

With  regard  to  the  principles  which  ihonld  gnido 
the  tisnahitor  in  the  ezeention  of  hi«  toal^  it  ia,  I 
bcUoTe,  nniTorsally  recognixod  that  a  translation  ought 
o.  faithfully  as  poasible,  to  reflect  the  original,  both  in 
Vm»  «nd  in  form,  and  that  any  trilful  or  nnacknow- 
lodged  doTiation  from  it  is  tentamonat  to  a  breach  of 
trust    The  difBcnlty  of  rigidly  applying  these  prin- 
ciplcs  to  the  transition  of  tho  choral  odes  will  bo 
apparent  when  wo  remember  that  tho  modiom  thronah 
whidi  the  thooght  of  tho  ancient  poet  has  to  bo  «^ 
•mbodied  diffcra  so  essentially  from  that  of  the  original 
as  to  render  the  principle  of  imitation,  with  reference 
to  thor  musical  intonations,  inapplicabla   The  futility 
of  attempting  to  imitate  the  forms  of  ckssical  poetry 
»«•  iMguago  the  metres  of  wUch  aro  gowmcd  not  by 
Ttane,  but   by  Accent,   has   been   pointed   out   by 
Professor  Newman,  in  the  preface  to  his  admirable 
ttMdatien  of  the  Iliad,  the  excellence  of  which  can 
«dy  bo  fully  appreciated  ly  .  careful  comparison  with 
lAoonginaL

«MaUMd  language.     It  is  not  audible  sameness  of 

■otw,  brt  a  likonss,  of  moral  genius  which  is  to  bo 
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fiimod  at**  Tho  translator,  having  thus  no  authorita- 
tiva  models  to  nooeasitato  tho  adoption  of  particolar 
forma,  is  at  liberty,  without  incnrring  the  charge  of 
,qnfaithfqlnes»,  to  adopt  those  metres,  rhymed  or 
nnrhymod,  whieh  approve  thomsolTOS  to  his  jadgment 
as  most  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  tho  originaL 
In  order  to  fulfil  this  condition,  however,  he  must  take 
into  consideration  the  highly  lyrical  character  of  the 
choral  odes,  which  associated  themselves  not  only  with 
music,  but  also  with  the  choral  dance. 

Now,  this  lyrical  element  of  ancient  poetry,  not 
admitting  of  translation,  requires  to  bo  bom  anew,  and 
for  this  purpose  wo  have  a  most  felicitous  adjunct  in 
rhyme,  which,  when  judiciously  employed,  may  be 
regarded  as  a  musical  accompaniment,  pervading  the 
choral  harmonics,  enhancing  their  beauty,  and  at  the 
same  time  serving  to  mark  tho  time. 

Tho  only  possible  objection  to  the  use  of  an  ornament 
80  attractive  and  significant,  and  at  the  same  time  so 
conformable  to  the  English  language,  is  tho  notion, 
very  generally  entertained,  that  ''the  exigencies  of 
rhyme  forbid  faithfulness.*'  Holding  fidelity  to  tho 
spirit  of  tho  original  to  be  the  cardinal  virtue  of  a 
translator,  I  should,  if  this  opinion  wcro  well  founded, 
abandon  rhyme  without  hesitation.  It  appears  to  me, 
however,  that  the  objection  is  overstated,  and  that  it  Im 
better  to  aim  at  the  true  lyrical  ideal,  however  difficult 
of  realization.  The  solution  of  tho  problem  can  only 
be  worked  oat  by  experience.  How  fSar  I  havo 
saooeeded  in  combining  sorupulous  fidelity  to  tho 
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origiDal  iritb  tho  omployincnt  of  rhyxno^  it  is  not  for 
me  to  JQdgo;  metrical  translation  must  always  be  a 
matter  of  ccmipromiso,  and  no  one  con  be  so  sonsitivdy 
awaro  of  the  sliortoomings  of  a  translation  as  thp 
translator. 

My  dcsiro  to  bespeak  for  tlio  dramas  of  iEscbylos 
tliat  intelligent  study  wliicli  is  essential  for  their  true 
appreciation  has  induced  mo  to  attempt  in  my  intro- 
duction a  Tory  slight  sketch  of  tho  progress  of  religious 
thought,  as  manifested  through  a  few  of  tho  great 
master-works  of  literature  and  art  Poets  are  repro* 
sontativo  men ;  and  poetry,  under  its  higher  aspects, 
may  justly  bo  regarded  as  tho  fairest  flower  of  tho  ago 
and  country  which  gave  it  birth,  drawing  its  nourish- 
ment from  tho  deepest  roots  of  national  life,  and  con- 
cealing beneath  its  delieato  petals  tho  germs  of  the 
future.  Hence  every  great  poem  requires  for  its 
elucidation,  not  only  to  bo  studied  in  connection  with 
contemporanoous  history,  but  also  to  bo  brought  into 
comparison  with  tho  kindred  productions  of  other 
ages  ond  nations.  New  insight  is  thus  gained  into 
the  developments  of  history,  and  tho  tendencies  of 
modem  thought  ore  more  clearly  interpreted  when 
brought  faco  to  fdeo  with  tho  conceptions  and  aspira- 
tions of  the  old  pagan  world.  If  a  complete  history 
of  religious  development  were  to  bo  given,  it  would  of 
course  be  necessary  to  go  back  to  the  prior  Monotheism 
which  probably  preceded  the  earliest  Pantheistic  nature- 
worship  of  which  we  have  any  record,  and  also  to 
investigate  the  links  of  transition  from  tho  Vodio 
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Divinities  to  the  ideal  Personalities  of  Olympus.  Such 
an  inquiry  would,  however,  exceed  tho  scope  of  an 
introduction. 

In  considering  the  Zeus  of  iCschylus  I  liavo  con- 
fined myself  almost  entirely  to  tho  conception  of  the 
Olympian    king  embodied  in   tho   Orcstoia,  leaving 
untouched   tho   apparent    discrepancy   between   the 
character  there  portrayed  and  that  depicted  in  the 
Prometheus  Bound.    I  agree  with  thoso  critics  who 
believe  that  tho  discrepancy  is  only  apparent,  and 
would  vanish  had  we  the  opportunity  of  studying  the 
other  members  of  the  Promethean  trilogy.    Critics 
are   agreed   that    tho    Suppliants  ought  also  to  bo 
regarded  as  a  member  of  a  ti'ilogy,  in  association  with 
tho  lost  dramas  of  tho  iEgyptii  and  tho  Danaidcs. 
Thoso  fragmentary  works  can,  I   believe,  bo  only 
satisfactorily  interpreted  when  studied  in  eonncfction 
with  the  Orcsteia.    Tho  investigation  would,  however, 
necessitate  a  reference  to  tho   remaining  dramas  oi 
iEschylus,  and  must  thereforo  bo  postponed  to  a  future 
opportunity. 

All  true  lovers  of  Art,  who  recognize  her  legitimate 
function  as  a  rovcaler  of  truth,  a  mediator  between  th( 
Finite  and  the  Infinite,  cannot  fail  to  regret  tho  sub- 
ordinate position  to  which  she  is  coudcnmed  in  tho  pre- 
sent  day,  when  she  is  too  often  regarded  in  tho  light  o\ 
a  mere  elegant  6Ui)crlluity,  as  one  of  tho  costly  adjuncti 
of  our  modem  civilization.  Tho  true  dignity  of  ari 
has  been  nobly  vindicated  by  Ilegol  in  his  celcbratei 
w*ork,  entitled  **  Yorlesungen  Uber  die  Aesthctik.*'    h

It  is  impossible  to  determine  with  aecnraey  the 
original  number  of  the  ^Isehylean  dramas ;  the  lowest 
estimate  is  soTonty-fivo,  tho  highest  one  hundred.  Of 
this  trcasuro  of  poetxy  seven  dramas  only,  together 
with  a  few  isolated  fragments,  have  escaped  the  wreck 
of  time.  iBschyluB  has  boon  compared,  not  inaptly,  to 
the  Sphinx  of  tho  Egyptian  desert,  buried  up  to  its 
shoulders  beneath  tho  accumulated  sands  of  ages. 
"EnsoTcli  et  dtemol,  lo  front  sortant  da  s6pnlcre^ 
Eschyle  rogarde  les  generations." 

The  influenco  of  his  genius  has  been  fiir-reaching  in 
space,  as  well  as  enduring  in  time : — it  is  interesting 
to  consider  the  vast  area  over  which  tho  spirit  and 
language  of  Hellas  were  difl\ised  by  means  of  her 
colonies,  which  were  found  scattered  and  isolated  in 
erery  region  of  the  known  world ;  from  Spain  in  the 
west  to  tho  countrios  bordering  upon  the  Euzino  in 
the  east;  from  Fannonia  in  tho  north  to  Libya  in  tb« 
south.

It  wonU  bo  well  if  tho  ciTiliiing  agency  of  poetry 
wore  more  nniToraaUy  recognized.    Tho  human  mind 
requires  to  bo  lifted  oocosionally  aboTo  tho  level  of 
ordinary  life,  whore  it  is  exposed  to  tho  perpetual 
Imss  of  material  cores.    Pootiy,  the  higliost  embodi- 
ment of  idealised  passion  and  imaginatiTo  Uiought, 
must  OTor  bo  legaidcd  as  a  mighty  agent  for  "tho 
aecomplishmeut  of  this  object.    Pocto  of  tho  highest 
orfor  bokng,  howoTor,  not  to  one  ago  or  country,  but 
to  bvuanity.     It  is  thorofbre  imjiortant   that   tho 
Vtoiat^em  of  those  masterspirits  should  be  adequately 
«»MUtod  and  thos  tondoiod  gonorolly  tinmOOo. 
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Thii  is  moro  ospooially  trao  at  tlio  protent  timo,  when, 
with  tbo  f prood  of  odacation,  tLo  multitodo  of  roodon 
will  1)0  indofinitoly  iuoroosod. 

Sliakospooro  boa  boon  not  inappropriatoly  f  tylod  ^  tbo 
inodom  iCsobyluB;**  an  assooiation  whicb,  to  tbo 
Euglisb  roodor  at  loost,  invosts  witb  poouliar  intorof t 
tbo  propbotio  poot  of  tbo  ancient  world.  Tbo  pomsal 
of  bis  mastor-works«  liko  tboso  of  bis  great  compeer, 
illustrates  tbo  trutb  proclaimed  by  tbo  Apostlo  from 
tbo  Athenian  Areopagus,  **  tbat  God  bas  made  of  ono 
blood  all  nations  of  mon  ;**  nottiitbstanding  tbo  diver- 
sity of  oxtomal  surrounding,  we  discern,  in  tbo  per- 
sonages of  tbo  iEscbyloan  dramas,  wbctber  buman  or 
superbuman,  beings  of  liko  passions  witb  oursolfos, 
endowed  witb  tbo  some  mental  constitution,  and  subject 
to  tbo  moral  laws  impressed  by  tbo  Creator  upon  our 
common  bumanity.  In  bis  sublimer  passages  wo  soar 
witb  tbo  poot  as  on  eagle's  wingSi  and  anon  wo  oomo 
upon  pregnant  utterances  wbicb 

•*  — ^—  fix  tbcmwlrct 
Deep  in  tbo  heart  as  meteor  stones  in  earth 
Dropi)cd  from  some  higbor  upbero*'* 

**  -—  Who  can  mistake  great  tbeugbts? 
They  seize  uix>q  tho  mind, — arrest  and  search 
And  sliako  it ;  bow  tho  tall  soul  as  by  wind,— 
Rush  over  it  liko  rivers  over  rccds, 
Which  quaver  in  tho  current," 

Such  are  tbo  thoughts  of  .^Iscbylus  i 
From  all  this  wealth  of  poetry  many  readers  oro, 
bowovoTi  practioally  oxoluded,  not  only  by  tbo  fionagii 
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lABgoigo  in  which  it  is  ombodiod,  but  olao  by  thoir 
uifiuiiiliaritj  with  the  mythologioftl  lore  of  HcUas. 
liko  trsTellcn  in  a  foreign  oonntiy,  thcj  shrink  from 
the  exertion  of  exploring  an  unknown  region  without 
the  atsistanco  of  a  guide.  In  order  in  somo  mcasuro 
to  supply  thia  want,  I  ha?o  prefixed  to  each  drama  a 
brief  introduction,  setting  forth  the  main  incidents  of 
the  situation,  together  with  other  exphmatory  details. 
In  thcso  introductions  I  make  no  claim  to  originality ; 
I  have  consulted  the  various  works,  bearing  upon  tho 
subject^  to  which  I  had  access,  and  from  them  I  hare 
cndcaTourod  to  bring  together,  as  concisely  as  possible, 
such  materials  as  seemed  subfiorvient  to  the  object 
which  I  had  in  view. 

With  regard  to  Frometheus,  I  have  feVt  tho  im« 
possibility  of  treating  adequately,  within  tho  narrow 
limits  of  an  introduction,  a  subject  so  vast,  and  mth 
scfcrcnco  to  which  such  diverse  opinions  are  enter* 
taincd.  The  theory  propounded  by  Schoemaun  appears 
to  mo  to  bo  one  of  tho  most  successful  attempts  to 
rsooncilo  tho  apparent  discrepancy  between  the  cha- 
lactcr  of  Zeus  as  portrayed  in  tho  Prometheus  Bound, 
smd  that  depicted  in  tho  remaining  dramas  of  iBscliylus, 
meco  e^odally  in  the  Supxdiants  and  tho  Orestcian 
trilogy.  I  have  accordingly  given,  in  my  introduction, 
a  biriof  qiitomo  of  somo  loading  ideas  embodied  in 
SchocDiann'a  essay,  and  to  that  I  must  refer  tho  reader 
for  a  mote  completo  exposition  of  his  views. 

Li  the  introduction  to  my  translation  of  the  Ores- 
trilogy,  I  have  alluded  at  somo  length  to  the 
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theory  which  refers  tho  ori«5in  of  the  Ilcllciiic  mytho-. 
logy  to  tho  2>]ionomcua  of  tlic  natural  world ;  and  which, 
through  tho  rcscArcIics  of  Prof.  3!ax  Miilkr  and  other 
niythologists,  is  tshowii  to  rest  upon  a  basis  of  fact. 
The  ai)plicatioii  of  tlio  tlicory  to  tho  legendary  loro  of 
Hellas  lias  given  rise  to  so  nnich  controversy,  and  has 
opened  so  wide  a  field  of  tjpeciilation,  that  I  liavo 
abstained  from  entering  uj^ou  llio  suliject,  and  must 
refer  tho  readier  to  the  Itcv.  G.  W.  Cox's  **  Mythology 
of  tho  Aryan  Nations/  where  it  is  fully  disenssed. 

Having  in  tho  choral  odes  of  luy  second  volume 
observed  the  arrangement  of  Strophe  and  Antistrophe, 
wliieh  fonns  a  characteristic  feature  of  tho  original,  I 
have  thought  it  advisable  to  bring  my  version  of  tho 
Oresteian  trilopry,  in  this  respeet,  into  harmony  with 
tho  remaining  dramas  of  yltlschylus,  and  have  moreover 
carefully  revised  tho  whule. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  expressing 
my  gi*ateful  acknowledgments  to  my  friend  Professor 
Newman,  for  his  most  kind  and  valuable  asKistancc. 
This  assibtmco  has  referonee  not  nierelv  to  tho  inter- 
pretatitm  of  the  ni(»ro  ol»scure  passages  of  tlio  originnl, 
the  diftieulty  of  whieli  '\^  gnatly  onlianecHl  by  tho 
corrupt  condition  of  the  {v\i^  but  also  to  his  projiosctl 

corrections,  f(»r  which  I  nfer  tlie  reader  to  tho  notes 
printed,  as  in  tho  Trilogy,  at  tho  end  of  each  drama.

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IXTEODUCTIOX  TO  THE  TRILi 


In  order  to  dpproci«ito  the  poetry  of  nntiqi 
necessary  to  take    iuto   consideration   tho 
ideas  which  lio  at  its  root,  which  also  in  tl

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(necessarily  very  mcigro  and  imperfect)  of  ilio  progress 
of  religions  thought,  botli  before  aud  after  his  ap2)ear« 
anco  cm  tho  sttigo  of  history,  aud  as  art  has  its  root  in 
llio  religious  nature  of  man,  we  f»hall  thus  obtain  a  key 
to  tho  t]irco  great  epochs  which  mta-k  tho  artistio 
dcrelopmcut  of  humaiiity,  which  have  been  charac« 
tcrizcd  as  tho  S^mbulical,  tho  Classical,  and  tho 
Couioiitic  cms* 

When  tho  i*nys  of  tradition  first  dawn  upon  our 
planet,  wo  discover  the  prhueval  ancestors  of  tho 
Aryan  race,  before  tlnir  dispersion  from  their  common 
homo,  still  gnziiig  with  awo  and  wonder  n2>0U  tho 
worhiug  of  tho  vast  natnrc-powcis  by  wliieli  tlicy  wcro 
environed.  While  led  thi\)ugh  tlio  religious  instincts 
implanted  in  human  nature  to  rcco^'uizo  tlio  existeuco 
of  a  Being  or  Uciugs  who  hear  and  answer  prayer, 
they  were  nmiMe  to  Eei^arato  tho  idea  of  mind,  as  a 
causal  power,  fmm  tlio  aspects  of  external  nature. 
Aca»rdingly,  tho  sliadowy  divinities  of  tlio  Vcdic 
Pantheon,  Indra,  A,';ui,  Vanma,  can  hardly  be  rcgardeil 
as  distinct  2>ci'sonalities,  holding  dofinito  relations  to 
each  other,  or  to  their  wors]ii2)pcrs.  As  in  the  flactU"* 
ating  scenery  of  the  diurnal  drama  tho  sun  is  obscm*cd 
by  clouds,  which  in  their  tnni  are  scattered  and  anon 
collected  again,  so  theso  deified  ini2>crsonations  of 
physical  phenomena  loom  dimly  before  our  mental 
vision,  each  supreme  and  al)Koluto  in  turn ;  nor  is  it 
easy  to  determine  whether  lieliind  theso  innunierablo 
ditinities,  tho  conception  of  One  inlluite  Spirit  had  yet 
dawned  n^ton  tho  Aryan  miud. 
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Tho  deities  of  the  Vedas  vanish  from  our  g; 
"  In  the  deep  backward  and  abysm  of  time 

After  tho  lapso  of  ages  they  reappear  upon  1 
so  modified,  however,  that  it  is  dillicult  to  ; 
their  identity:  on  tho  southern  side  of  tho  III 
tlicy  assume  the  form  of  the  gi*eat  Brahmiuici 
Vishnu,  IJrahnia,  and  Siva,  cmcr^nng  from 
ground  of  runthcisni ;  while  in  Crceco  W( 
them  metamorphosed  into  tho  hierarchy 
01ymi)ian  gods.  So  striking  is  tlio  contrast 
tlio  deities  a2)ostroi>hized  by  tliu  Vedic  biuvls, 
grand  im2>orsonations  of  Grecian  i)oetry  and 
without  conclnsivo  evidence  tlio  connection 
them  couhl  hardly  bo  rccognizcil.  This  cvi 
twofold; — in  the  ilr;>t  place,  comparative  ] 
reveals  the  fact  that  the  sacred  nnmcs  of  t 
rantheon  are  in  the  Vodas  intelligible  woivli 
sive  of  natural  phenomena ;  while  in  tho  Ilia 
introiluced  to  tho  Olvmpian  deities  dnrincj  th 
of  transformation ;  wo  dtlcet  their  forms  graib 
engaging  themselves  from  tho  physical  phenon 
which  they  were  associated,  of  which  also  tho; 
regarded  as  the  spiritual  but  almost  impalpable 

This  trausformatiou  of  i^hysical  into  hi 
deities  has  been  compared  by  Welcker  to  th 
rious  process  by  which  tho  clnysalis  i^as-scs 
more  perfect  form.  "  The  Xatnrc-god," 
**  became  enveloped  in  a  wub  of  mythical  f 
emerged  as  a  divine,  humanized  per>oiialit 
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tlio  principle  win'ch  lies  at  tbo  root  of  tliis  ineta* 
mor|»Lo6i«y  Lo  points  to  tlio  gnuliud  dovelopincnt  of 
Lunian  niitnrc,  to  tbo  growing  cousciuusucss  of  frco* 
will,  ftccciropanicd  by  tbo  rocogiiition  of  mind  as  a 
liigbcr  uuuiifcfitation  of  Jcity  than  any  material  plicno- 
mcnoi  and  conscqncnily  of  mun  as  tlio  truo  Sbokinab. 

As,  LowcTcr,  in  tliu  earlier  Vcdic  worsbip  men  wcro 
unable  to  separate  tbo  idea  of  mind,  as  a  cansal 
power,  from  tbo  vuriotl  aspects  of  external  uatnrc,  sf>, 
wbcu  tbcy  oegan  to  dii-uct  tbeir  tbun^^bts  witbin,  tbey 
were  ccjiially  emban-asKed  to  distinguihli  between  tbo 
divine  and  bnmau  elements  in  tbo  sciul  of  man.  Every 
inward  movement  wbieb  ap^K-arcd  at  all  excf^jitional  was 
oscribcil  to  tbo  prompting  of  a  deity ;  not  only  wcro 
tbc  nobler  emotions  of  courago  and  Felf-restraint 
referred  to  divine  inspiration  (of  wbicb  in  tlio  Iliad  wo 
find  innumerable  cxnmplcK),  but  tbo  gods  are  also 
represented  as  tbo  autliors  of  deliision  (ii.  8,  xxii.  24) 
and  treacbcry  (iv.  00),  as  wbcn  Zoiis  scuds  tlio 
deceitful  dream  to  Agamenmou,  and  Atbena  prompts 
Paudarus  to  violate  tbo  treaty.  One  of  tbo  most 
noteworthy  instances  to  tbis  |)ei*2>lexity  is  found  in 
Aganiemnon*s  exculpation  of  bimself  toucbing  tho 
outrugo  upon  Achilles  (xix.  85) : 

''I  Am  not  piilty,  Jove  and  Fate  |  and  tbc  uu.>k-roaming 

Fury— 
*Tis  tboio  who  in  a«scnilly  firM  |  i:iy  breast  witK  savago 
frcniy.**

A  plea,  tbo  justice  of  wbicb  is  admitted  by  Achilles, 
who  echoes  tbo  sentiment  of  A;ramemnon :

Moreover,  on  tbo  first  transference  of  human  passion 
and  emotion,  t(»getber  with  tho  conditions  of  human 
existence,  to  tbo  suj>er-muudane  sphere,  the  very  con« 
ce^'tion  of  divine  existence,  as  absolve<l  fr<im  restraint, 
w<;uld  lead  to  the  deiOcation  of  human  infirmity  to- 
gether witli  tho  higher  attributes  of  bumaiiity:  of  this 
we  have  a  memoruble  examjilo  in  the  character  of  the 
Jloinorie  Zeus.  This  tendency  would  doubtless  be 
jiccok  i:itcd  by  tlie  phenomena  expounded  by  Prof.  Max 
^liiller,  in  his  "  Lectures  on  Language."  As  the  several 
branches  of  tho  Aryan  stock  disi>crsed,  migrating  from 
tlieir  common  home  in  Central  Asia,  tho  original 
Bignificati<m  of  words  was  forgotten  or  obscured;  and 
thus,  language  ori^rinally  descriptive  of  natural  pheno- 
mena became  traiisA  rnd  to  the  conditions  of  human 
life — a  translation  wliich  totally  metamorphosed  tho 
character  of  tlie  occurrence. 

Tiio  tranHfci*cnco  of  human  faith  and  worship  from 
tlic  vague  nature-powers  of  tho  Vedas  to  tho  humanized 
deities  of  Olympus,  together  with  tho  association  of 
tlie  bitter  into  a  celestial  hierarchy,  under  tho  supro* 
n'iaoy  of  Zuus,  assumed  in  Grecian  mythology  tho  form 
of  a  rev(dution,  and  was  symbolized  under  the  grand 
old  allegory  of  tbe  battlo  between  tho  Titans  and  tho 
Olympian  gotls.  This  revolution,  involving  a  variety 
of  complex  phenomena,  cs|)eciully  tho  fusion  of  the 
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mythology  of  diflorcnt  tribes  or  uations  into  ono,  was 
donbtlcss  oocomplisliod  in  its  main  fcaturos  in  tho  agos 
antorior  to  Ilomcr. 

Ilovrcvcr,  as  wo  Lavo  no  Grecian  litoraturo  to  illas* 
trato  this  pcrloil,  wc  arc  uualili;  tu  tnicu  t]ic  Iiistory  of  tho 
tmnsition,  nor  can  wo  dctermiiio  how  fur  tlio  current 
niyUiulo^y  of  Lis  ago  was  iiifxliUcd  by  tlio  iudividual 
genius  of  the  great  epic  bard,  wlio.so  imniortal  work, 
M'bilo  inaugurating  a  new  cjpocli  \\\   Ibo  history  of 
dvilizullon,  at  tho  samo  time  exhibits,  as  has  been 
trtdy  said,  tlio  l.i^t  lingering  traces  of  tlio  primeval 
age    A  hU^KTHcial  acquaiutaiioo  witli  tlie  Iliad  sunices 
to    rcvc:;l    tho  original  elemental    chumctcr  of    tho 
Homeric   divIniticM,   a    fact  which   would    bo    moro 
{generally  recognized,  were  wo  n<it  accuKtomed  to  caiTy 
to  tho  x^ru^al  of  tho  earlier  poet  tho  conceptions 
derived  from  the  artistic  iiupersijuations  of  a  later  ago. 
Thli  lranbitio!ial  character  of  tho  Homeric  mythology 
trill  bo  moro  api>arcnt  if  wo  carry  back  to  their  original 
root  in  natural  phenomena  a  few  of  tho  Olympian 
divinities,  and  then  follow  tho  process  of  their  develop- 
ment, as  they  ap^)car  successively  in  tho  Iliad  and  in 
tlio  Orcsteia.    Tho  connection  lK;t'.voen  Jupiter  and  tho 
sky,  familiar  to  Greek  and  Latin  scholars,  may  bo 
traced  down  to  tho  latest  period  of  classical  poetry; 
so  lloraco— **  Mauot  sub  Jove  frigido  veuator.*'     It 
was  rcscrvctl,  however,  for  tho  science  of  compamtivo 
pLilcdogy  to  ]H>int  out  tho  origin  of  this  connection. 
Thus  wo  learn  that  **  Zens,  tho  must  sacred  name  in 
Greek  iuytholi*gyi  is    tho  samo  word  as  Dyaus  in 
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Sanscrit,  which  means  tho  sky;  and  that  origi 
Dyu  was  tho  bright  heavenly  deity  in  India,  as  w< 
in  Greece." 

It  is  remarlccd  by  Wolekcr,  that  "tho  greatest 
when  we  go  back  to  tho  highest  Grecian  anti(|uity,  i 
idea  of  Grul,  as  iLc  .Snjjrcjno  Bciiig,  associated  w 
nature-wor>hi}>,  never  entirely  Kuj.prcs.'-od,  together 
the  concfi'tinii  tif  a  oivinc  family  dorivc«l  from  Zei 

Acc(»r«li:!'4U%  Wo  rcC'i^^uizo  in  the  Homeric 
three  distinct  oLsncnts  the  divine,  llio  physiad 
t];o  human,  wehled  t-i^'etlier  into  an  artificial  unity 
exliibiting  a  charaettr  of  marvellous  incon;^niit) 
diAvcd  with  ftitriljulos  the  most  iuconsisteut  and 
tradictory.  Thus,  hi  n.»t  a  fir.7  i;;u^agcs,  he  i 
prcsuutcd  as  tho  snjii'eun'  deity-—

It  is  08  tho  god  of  oompoKfiion  that  the  diviner 
•niioct  of  his  character  is  tho  most  conKpicuous 
(ix.  r>02) :  when  wo  conmdcr  tho  Kavsigcrj  of  an  ago  in 
which  hnman  victims  wcro  Micrificoil  to  appcofio  tho 
Manes  of  tho  dead,  and  where  tcndciicioK  to  cannilKilism 
may  perhaps  ho  dctcctc<l  (iv.  35),  (xxii,  'M'*),  (xxiv. 
212)9  tlio  prominence  given  to  conipasKion  as  an  attri- 
bato  of  tho  snpremo  Dinty  is  very  rciiimrkahlo. 

Notwithstanding  tlieso  \\v^\  altribntcs,  no  oxcrciso  of 
providential  |K»wer  is  over  assigned  to  tlio  Ilomcric 
ZcQs;  ho  is  beguiled  by  Hem,  yet  swayed  by  her 
connscl  (xvi.  4 GO),  and  though  desirous  to  cavo  Ilium, 
jet,  at  her  entreaty,  ho  surrenders  it  to  dcKtruction 
(iv.  4^j).  Like  tho  heavens,  now  bright  with  sunhhine, 
and  anou  dark  with  stonn,  ho  exhibits  all  the  capricious 
flactaatioiis  of  an  elemental  power,  being  alteniatcly 
malignant  and  benign,  viithont  any  apjuirent  motive 
licyoDd  his  own  cai^rico,  uninfluenced  by  moral  con- 
siderations. Then,  again,  with  regard  to  his  supre- 
maeyt  not  only  is  it  questioned  by  Poseidon  (xv.  185), 
it  is  actually  imperilled  by  that  deity,  in  conjunction 
with  Hera  and  Athena  (L  896-— 400),  and  is  only 
rcsenod  from  their  machinations  by  the  intervention  of 
Oriinnu.

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Tbcso  legends  probably  symbolize  convulsions  of  tl 
elements,  which  threaten  to  blot  out  tho  sky,  of  whie 
Zeus  is  tho  impcrftfination.  In  this  character,  t 
an  elomeiital  god,  ho  is  not  only  tho  father  ( 
rivers,  he  also  presides  over  all  meteorological  phen( 
mcna. 

Tlius  with  his  /Egis,  tho  dark  storm-cloud,  ho  veil 
the  Humniit  u{  ^^lount  Lla  (xvii.  oO^;,  and  even  ocea 
si. udders  at  liis  dreadful  bolt,  lie  rains  (xii.  o).  II 
Knows  (xii.  280).  Uc  devisoth  hail  and  piercing  sled 
and  rainy  flood  (x.  .0).  He  uproots  tho  sturdy  oa 
(xiv.  4ir»J,  and  ho  snaps  tho  bow-string  of  Tcucer  (x^ 
4(>'.t).  Occasionally  tho  moral  and  ]*hysical  element 
are  most  curiously  blended,  as  in  tho  claliorate  dcscrip 
tion  of  tho  rain  delugo  with  which  ho  punihhcs  th 
crookctl  verdict  of  tho  unjust  judge  (xvi.  080).  Man; 
other  passages  of  a  similar  citaiactcr  might  be  cited. 

I3ut  it  is  in  his  relation  with  Ilera,  and  tie  varioui 
heroines  who  are  rej^resented  as  tho  objects  of  his  love 
that  the  human  element  in  the  conception  of  th< 
Ilomerie  Zeus  appears  under  its  most  revolting  aspect 

His  character  has  acconlingly  been  described  as  th< 
most  repulsive  in  tho  whole  circlo  of  Olympian  life 
exhibiting  the  very  temper  of  the  most  udvancct 
dci»ravity.*  •*  It  is  tho  Jupiter  of  Homer  in  whon 
we  see  first  the  most  complete  surrender  of  personal 
morality  and  self-grivernmeut  to  mere  appctito,  and  th( 
most    thoroughly  scldsh    groundwork    of  character

Acconlingly,  in  tho  opening  chorus  of  the  Agamem- 
non, Zeus  is  represented  as  conducting  in  jKrson  tho 
grand  judicial  retribution  which,  in  consequenco  of  tho 
crime  of  Paris,  involves  Ilium  in  ruin.  In  tho  second 
choms  this  providential  action  of  Zeus  is  brought  out 
with  even  stronger  emphasis ;  he  is  there  represented 
as  having  with  prescient  might  foreordained  the  blow 
which  fell  at  length  in  accomplishment  of  his  decrco. 
Tho  mighty  net  of  Divine  retribution  is  cast  over 
tho  devoted  city,  and  the  character  of  Zeus  is  vindi- 
cated as  tho  righteous  governor  of  men.  So  again  in 
tho  third  chorus,  it  is  Zeus,  protector  of  the  guest,  who 
sends  nden,  a  fury  fraught  with  destruction,  to  avengo 
on  the  sons  of  Priam  tho  violateil  rights  of  hospitality ; 
and  whereas,  in  tho  Iliad,  thcro  is  division  in  heaven, 
tho  deities,  swayed  by  motives  purely  personal,  and 
oft4ni  of  tho  lowest  character  (xxiv.  30 ;  iv.  48),  tako 
{lari  in  tho  quarrel,  and  api>ear  arrayed  against  one 
another  in  tho  hostile  ranks ; — in  the  Oresteia,  on  tho 
contrary,  they  arc  represented  as  leagued  with  Zeus  in 
carrying  ont  tlu)  great  ends  of  justice.  Thus,  when 
the  causo  is  brought  before  the  celestial  tribunal, 
^  without  dissentient  voico  they  cast  their  votes  into 
the  bloody  nm,  scaling  tho  doom  of  Troy."  (Ag.  789.) 
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Zeus  is  not  only  represented  as  exercising  supremo 
authority  in  the  moi*al  government  of  mankind — 

**  In  will,  in  ilcctl, 
Sole  cause,  bolc  (iuLiouor  "  (Ag.  14G2); 

ho  also  acts  inwardly  on  iho  souls  of  men  :  it  is  Zeus 
wlioso  highest  gift  is  an  untainted  mind  (Ag.  000) ; 
who  lends  men  to  wisdom  tlirougli  suffering  (Ag.  109; ; 
a  function  in  which  he  is  ai«lcd  by  the  subordinate 
deities  (Ag.  175),  who  are  represented  as  tho  exponents 
of  his  will.     (Euni.  588.) 

In  the  Suppliants,  together  with  a  curicais  lingering 
of  the  mythological  element,  we  llud  the  grandest 
aserii»tions  of  oninipoteneo  to  the  Olympian  king. 
Thus,  ho  is  invoked  us  "King  of  kings,  must  blessed 
of  the  blest,  among  the  Perfect,  Power  most  iK-rfoct, 
Zeus,  supreme  in  bliss  1'*  (Sup.  518.)  He  is  charac- 
terized as  "  Mighty  Zeus,  Protector  of  the  guest,  the 
Highest,  who  dir<  -ts  Destiny  by  hoary  law."  (Sup. 
055.)  "Zeus,  Lord  of  ceaseless  time"  (Su2>.  507), 
"almighty  Kuler  of  the  earth."  (Sup.  7i«5.)  He  is 
likewise  a|)ostr(>pliiztHl  as  the  great  Artificer,  supreme 
Iiuler,  who  knows  no  su])erior,  whose  deed  is  prompt 
as  his  word  to  execute  the  designs  of  liis  deep-counsel- 
ling mind.  (Sup.  5S7.)  Thus  the  mythological  vesture, 
woven  of  Xature  and  Humanity,  whicli  had  well-nigh 
shrouded  the  grander  fuitures  of  the  Homeric  Zeus,  is 
partially  withdrawn  in  yEsehylus,  and  wo  behold  a 
Being  whom  men  could  worship  without  degradation, 
till  in  tho  fullness    of  time  tho  light  oi  celestial 
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Troth  burst  with  clc^r  cITulgcnco  on  tlio   heathen 
world. 

Wo  can  hardly  iningino  that  the  capricionft  elemental 
deity  of  tlio  Iliatl  should  have  hccn  ntetnmorphosed 
into  tho  venerable  deity  <»f  the  Orcstola  hj  *ho  slow 
|>rocess  of  Kpiritnul  devchipnicnt  alone,  without  tho 
Action  of  external  agency :  if  we  consiilcr  tho  afllnity 
between  tho  Ilcllcuic  and  the  Persian  i-arcs,  and  tho 
close  contact  into  which  Ihcy  were  brought  in  Asia 
liliuor,  tho  KKxlification  of  Grecian  thoujrlit  by  tho 
interfusion  of  reitjian  clcmci;ts  will  not  ai^pcar  re- 
markable. In  support  of  tliis  hypnihcsis?,  I  might 
apl^cal  not  only  to  the  high  spiritual  diaractci*  attri- 
bated  to  Ahura-^azda,  the  Zous  of  Zoud-Avcsta,  but 
also  to  tho  sharp  contrast  there  exhibited  hciwccn  tho 
princiides  of  Goo<l  and  Evil,  a  feature  which  strikingly 
distinguishes  tho  thcogony  of  /Escbylus  from  that  of 
Ilomcr. 

The  relics  of  ancient  sun-worship  which  arc  dis- 
covered in  various  localities  of  Gixicee  hear  witness  t*) 
the  vast  iufluenoo  exerted  by  the  celestial  luminary 
over  the  imaginations  and  the  religious  emotions  of  tho 
primeval  world,  an  influenco  which  is  nlso  attested  by 
tlio  uaroerons  divinities  in  whom  the  Sun-god  rcappeai*s, 
inythtcally  metamorphosed.  IIel:o.<:,  in  i\\Q  Iliad,  is 
diaractcrizcfl  n«  *'  the  UnwcAriable ;"  **  the  Bringor  of 
light  ;**  like  Mithra,  who  has  a  thonsand  ears  and  ten 
thoDsand  cye^,  **  lie  ovcrsecth  all,  and  hoarkciieth  to 
all  thiogs"  (iii.  277).  On  tho  reconciliation  of  Aga- 
uonuum  and  AchilleSy  a  boar  is  sacriiiccd  to  Ilclioa 
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aiid  to  Zeus  (xix.  197),    Tho  Trojans  sacrifice  to  tho 
Earth  and  to  Helios,  tho  Acha)ans  to  Zeus  (iii.  104). 

In  tho  opening  chorus  of  tho  Agamemnon,  tho  ancient 
Arcadian  Sun-god,  Pau,  whoso  name  is  2iot  mentioned 
in  tho  Iliad,  is  associated  with  Zous  and  A2K>11o,  as 
sending  the  Fury  to  punish  cjimo.  Tho  original  ehumc- 
tcr  of  this  divinity,  who  v.Ith  Zeus  and  Apollo  shares 
tlic  epithet  Lykcios,  is  bjtraycd  by  many  signilicant 
sj-mbols,  associated  with  Lis  CiTigics  and  his  woislifp. 
Among  tho  various  imi>cr6onutions  of  tho  Sun,  how- 
ever, tliero  is  nono  v.iiich  can  compare  in  interest  and 
significance   with   Dionysos  and  Apollo,   botli    solar 
divinities,  whoso  worship,  ucvortliekss,  oilers  many 
remarkable  points  of  opposition  and  contact. 

The  celestial  Imninary  waa  imagined  to  sleep  durir.;; 
the  winter  and  to  awake  to  consciousness  in  iii)rii:g ; 
accordingly  Dionysos,  rising  from  llio  sea  at  tho  vel:;;;! 
equinox  to  inaugurate  tho  new  solar  year,  was  LaikA 
with  tmnsports  of  joy  by  his  cntLusiastie  vot.uit  r,. 
Tho  lluotuatin;:;  character  of  Dionvsos  reminds  us  .  i 
the  nature  deities  of  tho  Veuas;  Proteus  li!;.,  i:o 
assumes  every  variety  of  form  and  age ;  ho  is  the  |.;<.d 
of  smnmer  and  of  winter,  cf  darkness  and  of  liglit;  ho 
hcdds  in  his  hand  tho  inebriating  chalice,  togcllior  with 
the  cosmical  mirror,  exhibiting  the  images  of  all  thing:?. 
His  worship  is  of  jKculiar  interest,  from  its  associ;iti,.!i 
with  the  Greek  drama.  Grecian  tragedy,  as  is  well 
known,  was  an  ex2>ansion  of  tho  choruses  chanted  at 
tho  Dionysio  festivahs,  which  rehearsed  tho  vicissitudes 
of  tho  solar  god,  in  his  progress  through  tho  hcavcul/ 
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sigDt.  This  eircnmstanoe  uxortod  ^on  oromilmg 
cfibel  upon  tho  quality  of  tlio  Athenian  drama ;"  ^  from 
thii  corlj  cradlo  of  tragedy  aroso  a  sanctity  which 
oompoUod  aU  things  to  moduhito  into  tho  «uno  roligioos 
ki5y."» 

Peculiar  interest  moreover  attaches  to  Dionysos, 
from  his  association  with  tho  mysteries  which  exortod 
so  powerful  on  influence  over  tho  Grocian  mind. 

The  story  of  Dionysos,  embodying  some  of  tho  main 
fcoturos  of  his  worship,  apjicars  in  tho  Iliad  (vi.  132), 
invested,  howovcr,  with  ethical,  not  religions  signifi- 
cance **It  is  a  remarkable  circnmstanco  that  pit)- 
ciscly  those  divinities,  Demeter  and  Diouysos,  whoso 
tmly  religions  influenco  was  most  profound  and 
pervading  in  Greece,  are  all  but  nnmeutiouod  in 
Homor,  and  may  bo  said,  in  fact,  to  bo  excluded  from 
his  scheme  of  tho  divine  community.**  f  An  interesting 
question  arises  as  to  tho  caoso  of  this  omission  on  tho 
|iart  of  tho  great  opio  bard.  Aro  wo  to  imagine  that 
the  peculiar  sanctity  which  attached  to  these  divinities 
indnocd  him  deliberately  to  avoid  tho  subject ;  or  must 
wc  eoncludo  that  in  the  Ilomorio  ago  their  worsliip 
hod  not  yet  assumod  that  mysterious  and  impressive 
character  which  subsequently  distinguished  it?  I 
confess  I  am  nnablo  to  decide  the  question,  but  incline 
to  tho  latter  hyix)thesis. 


•  Theory  of  Greek  Tragedy.    De  Quinccy. 
t  Homer,  his   Art  and  his  Ago.     W.  Watkiss  Lloyd, 
Osisical  MuMmm,  XXII. 
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The  original  solar  signification  of  Aix>llo  is  main- 
tained among  other  eminent  scholars  by  Crouzer, 
Wc'lcker,  and  Gerhard,  who  appeal  aliko  to  ancient 
monuments  and  coins,  and  to  vestiges  of  ancient  Sun- 
worship  found  in  various  localities  in  Grecea  "  If  wo 
desire,"  says  Crcuzcr,  "  in  studying  Greek  mythology, 
to  reach  its  ultimate  roots,  wo  must  explore  the  ancient 
literatures  of  Persia  and  India.  If  from  this  point  of 
view  wo  investigate  tho  original  identity  of  the  Sun- 
god  and  Apollo,  wo  shall  find  in  the  figurative  language 
of  the  Vcnlas  tho  primitive  occasion  of  tho  transition 
from  the  former  to  the  latter." 

One  of  tho  moRt  Ktrikiug  features  of  tho  ancient  Sun* 
worship  was  its  duah'stio  character,  founded  upon  tho 
twofold  aspect  of  the  solar  luminary,  as  at  tho  samo 
time  a  beneficent  and  a  destroying  power,  as  conquer- 
ing and  conquered,  as  dying,  yet  endowed  with  over- 
renovated  life ;  a  conception  which  explains  tho  enigma 
said  to  bo  uttered  by  tho  oraelo  of  Apollo  at  Claros,  in 
Ionia,  "I  am  Jupiter  Ammon  in  Spring,  and  black 
Pluto  in  Winter."  lu  order  to  understand  the  more 
terrible  aspects  of  the  uucieut  Sun-god,  wx)  havo  only 
to  remember  the  auunal  fevers  oecasioued  by  his 
scorching  rays,  and  the  danger  of  famine  from  failure 
of  tho  crops :  after  the  lightning  of  Zeus,  there  was  no 
natural  agent  so  destructive  as  the  arrow  of  Ilelios ;  as 
calamity,  moreover,  was  regarded  in  ancient  times  as 
tho  expression  of  Divine  auger,  expiatory  and  peniten- 
tial rites  formed  an  essential  clement  of  tho  ancient 
Sun-worship,     This  twofold  aspect  of  Helios  finds 
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oxpiostton  also  in  tbo  namo  of  tlio  Utter  Sun-god, 
Apollo,  tvbich,  in  the  ancient  Doric  yEulian  form,  was 
not  'AiroXXtfVy  tlio  Destroyer,  but  *\nl\\tiv^  tlio  Averter. 
It  is  nndcr  Lis  darker  aspect  *'as  tho  Minister  of 
Vengeance,  and  tbo  Cbostiscr  of  Arrogance,"  tbat  be 
appears  for  tbo  most  part  in  tbo  poetry  of  Homer. 
^  His  pnnisbments  arc  pestilence  and  dcatb ;"  *'AcbiIles, 
to  vbom  bo  is  partienlarly  bostilo,  calls  bim  tbo  most 
pcmieioas  of  all  tbo  gods.'** 

Wbilo  tbo  ITomcrio  Apollo,  in  bis  rclat'on  tritli 
mortals,  a2>pcar8  tbns  in  tbo  ligbt  of  a  malevolent 
and  destroying  power,  among  tbo  Olympians  bo 
is  introduced  in  association  witb  tho  Muses,  as 
Ibc  god  of  Music,  charming  the  assembled  deities 
frith  bis  borp  (i.  603).  Tbo  notion  tbat  tbo  stars 
mul  tbo  other  bearenly  boilies  accomplislicd  their 
roToIutions  to  the  sound  of  mubic  is  expressed  in  tlie 
ancient  poetry  of  India,  and  also  in  that  of  tbo  Persians. 
As  the  rhythm  of  tho  cosmical  movements  depended 
opon  tbo  solar  luminary,  tbo  great  orderer  of  times  and 
Fcasons,  it  is  not  surprising  tbat  from  the  most  remote 
antiquity  the  Sun-god  was  represented  as  playing  on 
the  citbara ;  in  this  eliaracter  bo  is  portrayed  on  tbo 
oldest  Arcbaio  vases,  encircled  by  tbo  dancing  hours. 

Altliougb  in  tho  Orcsteia  Apollo  is  introduced  inci- 
dentally as  a  destroying  and  avenging  deity,  as  in  tlio 
passago  already  quoted  in  the  1st  Chorus  of  tlut 
Agamomnoa,  and  also  where  ho  is  invoked  by  Cassandra 
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as  her  destroyer  (1047),  be  nevertheless  wears,  for 
tlic    most  part,  a  more  benignant    aspect.      Ho  is 
emphatically    tbo    Ilcalor,    the    Prophct-lcecb,  who 
purilics  from  all  defilement  (Eum.  G2) ;  the  god  of  joy, 
whom  it  bcOts  not  to  invoke  with  words  of  sorrow 
(Ag.  1050) :  tho  most  Ktriking  point  of  divergence 
from  the  Ilomcrie  conception  of  Apollo  is  to  bo  found 
in  his  relation  to  Zeus,  with  whom  bo  appears  in  tho 
most  intimate  association.     As  tho  god  of  prophecy, 
the  guardian  of  the  sacred  oi-aeles,  ho  declares  most 
cmjihatic.illy  that  ho  is  simply  tho  expounder  of  his 
father's   will,   and    couseqnontly  that  bo  cannot  lie. 
(Eum.  585,  o^^,)    It  is  under  tins  as2)ect,  as  tlio  god 
of  Truth,  tliat  a  deep  significance  attaches  to  tho  func- 
tion which  he  assumes  in  tho  court  of  Areo2)agus  as 
Esegctcs,  or  expounder  of  tlio  unwritten  law.    «*At 
Athens,  tho  Excgol.t),  who  presided  over  tho  purification 
of  blood-guilty  persons,  were  elected,  or  at  least  tlieir 
election  was  ratified,  by  tho  Dolpliic  Oracle."*   In  this 
character,  Apollo  appears  before  tho  Areopagitca,  to 
cx|>ound  tho  law  in  ixlntic'ii  io  homicide,  and  thus  tho 
dccp-thouLjlitul  poet  enforces  the  important  principle 
that  tho  judicial  proceedings  of  human  tribunals  must 
bo  under  the  presidency  of  Truth. 

Accfirding  to  \\'clekor,  however,  tho  Moon  appears 
of  all  natural  objects  to  have  been  tho  most  universally 
adored.  Scveitil  tribes  in  Africa  and  America  aro  said 
at  the  present  day  to  worbhip  tbo  moon  without  the 
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san,  whflo  no  natiou  bas  been  known  to  wliom  the  snn 
it  Hicrcfl  without  the  nioon«  In  iirimeval  ages  the 
eompntatious  of  tinio  wore  based  upon  the  changes  of 
the  moon,  which  aocortlingly  in  the  Indo-Gennanic 
languages  is  kbowu  as  '*  The  Measurer ;  **  and  so  deeply 
did  the  lunar  phenomena  api)eal  to  the  religions 
emotions  of  humanity,  that  among  all  oarly  nations,  as 
well  as  among  Uie  Jews,  the  new-moon  festivals  wero 
colebrated  witli  i>eculiar  solemnity.  In  warm  climates, 
moreover,  vegetation  is  nourished  almost  entii*cly  by 
the  dew,  which  falls  most  copiously  when  the  moon  is 
foil;  henco  Scleno  was  early  characterized  as  tho 
motbcr  of  Ilerso,  tlie  Briuger  of  the  Dew.  It  would 
be  very  interesting  to  trace  the  various  media  of  tran- 
silion  by  which  tho  bnght  nocturnal  luminary  was 
gradnally  mctamor}fliosed  into  tho  Iluutress  Diana — 

•*  Fair  «lvcr-fhafto«l  queen  for  ever  cliOKto, 
Who  set  at  nuiiglit  tho  iVivtiluiis  bolls  of  Cupid.** 

So  great,  however,  is  tho  diversity  of  form  under  whicli 
tbo  Moon*g(Hldes8  has  been  oonceivetl,  exliibiting  a 
diilcrcnt  physiognomy  in  every  dilVcroiit  locality,  ac- 
cording to  tho  varied  asjHX't  under  which  she  has  boon 
logardcd,  tliat  I  must  coutentmysolf  with  a  brief  notioo 
of  her  characteristics,  as  sho  ap^Kjars  in  tho  Iliad  and 
Uic  Orostoia. 

To  tho  goddess  of  tho  green-wood  and  tho  glado 
belonged  of  right  all  animals  both  tamo  and  wild ; 
Accoidingly  slio  is  chnracterizcd  in  the  Iliad  as 
(sroma  ^np^),  **  Qooeu  of  all  Venison  "  (xxi.  470),

and  in  tho  Agnmemnon  sho  is  represented  as  taldcg 
under  her  esi>ccial  care — 

"  Tho  tiny  brooil 
Of  all  wild  thin;;s  that  love  the  teat, 
Whether  of  gentle  or  of  savajio  mooii.*'    ( Aj?.  1 D3.) 

Wliilo  thus  gracious  to  tho  lower  animals,  towards 
humanity,  on  tho  contrary,  sho,  like  tho  Homeric 
Apollo,  wears  tho  aspect  of  a  destroying  rather  than  of 
a  benignant  power.  Thus  she  is  represented  as  made 
by  Zeus  (X/om-a  yivai^i\  **  a  lion  unto  women,  to 
whom  ho  hath  granted  might  to  slay  whomso  sho 
willoth"  (xxi.  481).  Accordingly,  in  her  anger  sho 
slew  Laodamia,  daughter  of  Bdlorophontcs  (vi.  205), 
and  wrathful,  on  account  of  her  neglected  rites,  sho 
sends  the  savage,  wliito-tuskcd  boar — 

"  Who  visiti.l  with   ilirc  annoy  |  tlic  orcharJ-groundi*  of 
(Encus."    (ix.  540.) 

Andromache,  t<.x>,  in  her  a^ldrcRS  to  Ilcctor,  alludes 
to  her  mother  slain  by  "  arro\v-i)ouring  Artemis." 
(vi.  428.) 

In  the  A^^amemnon  she  appears  under  tho  samo 
dark  aspect,  us  tho  goddess  for  whoso  propitiation 
the  sacrifice  of  Iphigcnia  was  consummated,  a  tragedy 
which,  by  calling  down  upon  her  husband  the  ven* 
goanco  of  Clytomnestra,  forms  the  groundwork  of  tho 
drama. 

Far  more  prominent,  however,  is  tlio  position  as- 
signed to  tho  Maiden  Goddess,  Pallas  Athena,  who 
may  bo  justly  regarded  as  the  bright,  consummate  flower 
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of  Grecian  mythology ;  and  most  intcrcBting  it  is  to 
troco  iho  Listory  of  licr  growth  from  Lor  riso  in  tlio 
laiul  of  Ibo  Aryans  to  her  culmiuation  in  tho  majestic 
goddess  of  tho  Eumenides. 

The  elemental  character  of  tho  Ilomerio  Zens  sug- 
gests the  idea  of  some  natural  phenomenon  underlying 
tho  extraordinary  birth  of  liis  lirilliant  offspring,  **  from 
no  mother  bom.*'  Accordingly  her  namo  hod  been 
rcganlal  as  corrcfipondiug  to  tho  Sanscrit  Ahunu,  a 
recctgniscd  n2)iH;Ilation  of  the  dawn  in  tho  Veda ;  and 
f  1:»8  her  miraculous  birth  from  tho  head  of  Zeus,  trans- 
lotol  back  into  Sanscrit,  implies  that  Ushas,  tlio  DaAvn, 
sprang  from  the  East,  tlio  forehead  of  tlic  fiky.* 
Welcker  gives  a  different  intcrpi*ctition  of  her  namo. 
••The  Grecians,"  he  says,  •'brought  with  them  from 
tlicir  distant  homo  tho  conception  of  an  element  of 
light  and  warmth  aboTo  the  atmosphere,  independent  of 
tho  sun."  Uo  derives  her  namo  from  at^,  to  bum, 
iritli  tho  ancient  sufHx  17^7,  and  regards  her  as  tho 
impersonation  of  tho  puro  Ether,  tho  abode  of  Zeus. 

Tho  peculiar  ntes  with  which  her  worship  was 
celebrated  in  different  localities,  together  with  tho 
symbv/lism  associated  with  her  effigy  on  ancient  vases 
and  coins,  attest,  acconling  to  Welcker,  tho  original 
elemental  character  of  the  goddess.  Tin's  deified  im- 
licrsouation  of  a  uature-i>ower,  whether  identified  with 
the  Ether  or  tho  Dawn,  became  gradually  invested  with 
a  variety  of  attributes,  human  and  t>u2>erhuuuin ;  accord- 
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in^dy,  tho  Athena  of  tho  Iliad,  though  more  sharply 
defined  than  tho  Olympian  Zeus,  nevertheless  exhibits 
tho  same  transitional  character  which  marks  the  other 
deities  of  tho  Homeric  thcogony.  In  her  divine  capacity 
slio  is  tho  goildess  of  war  and  of  industrial  art,  tho  ro- 
prescntativo  of  practical  sagacity  as  opi)Osed  to  poetic 
inspiration,  which  was  assigned  to  Apollo.  Sho  hears 
and  aiisucrs  prayer ;  she  acts  inwardly  on  the  minds 
(S  tlio  Ilclknic  heroes ;  she  restrains  tho  wrath  of 
Achilles  (i.  108);  she  imparts  aid  to  Tydeus  (iv.  390). 
"Miiny  himilar  exanp.les  might  be  adduced.  Neverthe- 
less sho  is  not  above  the  practice  of  deceit,  as  when  sho 
pcrsujiilcs  Pandarus  to  violate  tho  treaty  (iv.  91),  and 
also  where  sho  lures  Hector  with  guile.  Moreover,  tho 
intimate  connccti»)n  between  the  bright,  heaven  sprung 
goddess  and  lier  father,  which  in  tho  later  mythology 
fonns  one  of  her  most  striking  characteristics,  is  only 
sligliily  indicated  in  tlio  Iliad  (viii.  33,  373).  In 
general,  her  relation  to  the  Thun-lerer  is  one  of  hostility ; 
sho  is  re2>rcsentod  as  leagued  with  Hera  and  Poseidon 
in  their  attemja  to  shacklo  Zeus,  for  whom  sho  ex- 
presses her  contempt  in  no  measured  terms,  while  with 
Hera  she  ai»pears  must  intimately  associated : 

•*  Clo.-;c  sat  tiicy,  si.Ie  by  sid*.*,  aud  woc^  against  the  Trv»jdLS 

pluttCtl, 

Tnily  Athena  «hnnh  alvxlc  bcforo  her  proper  Father, 
TiiUi:-'h  wuuml  d  I'V  his  arjumect,  and  bci^ed  with  licrce 
displeasure,     (viii.  io6 ;  iv,  *2l,) 

Traces  of  meteoric  symbolism  in  connection  with 
the  virgin  god'less  may,  I  think,  bo  traced  in  the  Iliad. 
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It  is  interesting  to  remember  in  tliis  connection  tbo 
Aryan  mytli  according  to  Avbicli  the  gods  allowed  the 
bcavculy  somadrink,  the  Vedio  jirototypo  of  tbo 
Grecian  nectar,  to  bo  brought  do\m  to  cartli  by  a  falcon. 
In  illustration  of  tliis  subject  Kubn  quotes  two  Vedic 
bymns  (R.  iv.  2G),  (R.  iv.  27),  in  tbo  first  of  which 
occurs  the  following  passage : —  "  The  spoctling  falcon, 
the  strong  binl,  allied  to  tho  gods,  brought  the  quicken- 
ing, invigorating  soma  from  afar,  stealing  it  from 
highest  heaven." 
When  Athena  and  Apollo 

''Over  the  arnucs  take  their  scats,  iu  guiso.of  plumM 
vultures, 
UiX)n  the  lofty  beech  of  Zcuh,  the  yEgis-hoIdin;;  Father,**

they  remind  us  of  tho  two  birtls  who  sit  in  friendly 
fashion  upon  tho  summit  of  tho  soma- bearing  tree  of 
the  Vcdas.  Thus,  too,  sho  sends  a  heron  to  greet 
Ulysses  and  Diomcdo;  tliey  recognized  tho  cry,  and 
rejoiced  in  tho  divine  messago  (x.  275).  Welckcr 
detects  a  figurative  allusion  to  metcforic  fact  in  the 
epithets  vX(ii'xa»7r(r  and  rpiroyivtw^  by  which  the  Homeric 
Athena  is  distinguished. 

If  wo  turn  now  to  tho  Athena  of  ./Bschylus,  the 
grand  impersonation  of  tho  wisdom,  benignity,  and 
might  of  lier  father,  wo  recogniso,  as  before,  the 
emergence  of  tho  classic  ideal  from  tho  symbolizing 
tendencies  of  tho  earlier  nature-worship.  Seldom  has 
tho  imagination  of  poet  been  haunted  by  a  moro 
majestic  image  than  tho  Athena  of  tho  Eumcnidcs ;  and 
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•a  we  pietnre  her  ^liko  on  orator  on  iho  B^yiii," 
ctgMiiiing  tho  ooort  of  Uio  Aroopaga%  slio  rocalb  tbo 
gnnd  Tuioii  ofDiviao  Wiidom  rocordod  in  tho  book  of 
Provoilii  (viiL).  Sho;  too,  sfeuidoth  in  tbo  top  of  high 
piaboii  and  hat  Toieo  ia  hcord,  nnfbUing  tlio  groat 
troth  that  homan  kws  and  institoUons  aro  ontitlod  to 
leraroaoo  odI J  in  oo  for  aa  iihoj  aro  boaocl  upon  tho 
atroiig  foondations  of  eternal  jnotioo  and  morality.

792).     Yet  whih)  Athena  alone  anlocks  tho  aealud 
Unndcr-halla  of  Zona,  she,  like  her  Ilcbrcw  prototyxK), 
^ngqioeth  in  tho  habitabh)  parte  of  the  oartli,"  aud  as  a 
Baidcaier  chcriahea  hia  aa|»lingai  ao  ^  aho  luvc*a  tlio  ineo 
of  ri^tooua  meU|  exempt  from  aullcring  **  (Kiun.  872). 
TUa  veooguition  of  moral  disUuetioua  aa  Uio  ground 
of  divlno  £ivimr  tsurn^  perhajtai  tho  moat  atriking 
(einl  ef  divergonoo  bctvrecu  Homer  ami  JEscIiylua,  and 
loioiUy  malla  the  high  nionil  tone  of  tho  religion  of 
AhnniplLada. 


Truly  it  may  bo  said  of  tbo  Virgin  Goddess  that, 
like  the  golden  dawn,  which  she  is  thought  to  impcr- 
fionatu,  slio  briglitcus  more  ami  more,  still  heralding  by 
her  effulgent  but  imperfect  light  tbo  advent  of  tho 
perfect  day.  In  following  the  history  of  tho  Virgin 
Goddess,  it  is  interesting  to  remember  that  tho  dis- 
appearance of  her  colossal  statue  from  the  Parthenon 
in  tLo  filth  century  was  coincident  with  tho  hymn 
addrcsse*!  io  her  by  her  passionate  worshipper,  tho  nco« 
Pjatoiiist,  Proclus ;  thus  at  tho  last  ♦*  sho  makes  a 
s-.van-like  end,  liuling  in  music/*  and  vanishes  from 
history,  after  commanding,  for  upwards  of  a  thousand 
years,  the  love  aud  veneration  of  her  votaries. 

In  cor.::.-ction  with  the  study  of  ancient  poetry,  as 
rcconling  the  religious  life  of  humanity,  it  is  interesting 
to  conpiilvT  the  history  i.f  plnstie  art,  which  may  be 
re^'ardcd  as  its  sensible  expression,  and  as  manifesting, 
through  the  medium  of  ideal  forms,  the  successive 
stages  of  its  development. .  Thus  if  we  rcrert  to  that 
phase  of  the  religious  life  which  is  embodied  in  the 
earliest  literary  relics  of  tho  Aryan  race,  wo  shall  re- 
Cfg:iize  tlio  iuipossibility  of  enibodyiug  in  harmonious 
forms  beings  so  impalpable  as  the  deities  apostri)i»hi2ed 
by  the  Vcilic  bards.  In  the  poetry  of  those  early 
times  wo  discern  the  working  of  tho  untutored  mind 
stru«''2lin2  to  IhmW  forth,  through  the  imagery  of 
cxtenial  miture,  its  religious  yearnings  and  aspirations; 
embarrassed  by  tho  complexity  of  unintelligible  pheno- 
mena, and  dcstituto  of  any  principle  of  selection,  the 
imagination  runs  riot,  blends  together  images  tlm  most 
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fiult  iU  czplnnAtion  in  tlictto  gmncl  cciitml  trntlm  of 
Cbrwtiftuity,  nliicU  Iidto  left  tlioir  itiiprusv  nliko  uii  art 
and  on  liti:raturo.  Tbtis,  in  lUc  liuml  i>r  rnir  Ijimuav  iu 
tlio  Coua  of  Lconnrdo  da  Tinci,  «a  soo  that  uiaiwUonB 
union  of  enbliiiut;  anil  pallioR,  wliicli,  uLUo  lifting  tliv 
moal  inloaliiglicr  nlnioBpliuro,  ot  tlio  eaiiii,' tiiiio  a]ij>uilH 
to  die  ilcvpcet  f<yini>atbics  of  tlio  Liminii  hcnrt.  Tims, 
too,  Uiti  graiiil  figures  of  ibo  tiiKtitic  Clia[<cl,  llio  pro- 
pLcts  iiutl  sibyls  of  3Itctiivcl  Aiigolo,  wbLlo  cxbibitiiig 
tiio  linniaii  form  cost  in  tlio  luajcbtio  munlil  of  tLc 
Oljmpiiui  gods,  bcor  traccB,  at  tbo  aaaio  timo,  of  tlusc 
inuor  lifoctrugglcs  nliicli  iiniMirt  to  every  uotcwtirtiiy 
conntcnanco  so  deep  aud  oftc-u  so  trngic  an  iiitort;:it. 
•n»o  literary  productions  of  tlio  n-mniitic  era  also  bear 
vritDCsa  to  tho  deeper  eigi)iCenuco  wbicb  nltncbrs  to 
laamftn. naturo  since  tboailvcut  of  Clirisliaiiiiy— a  plic- 
noincnon  tbo  rooo^itiou  of  ^vbich  is  cs^outial  to  tko 
troo  ftpprcoiation  of  clnesical  literature. 

Tho  inndiunontil  dititiiictiou  bi^twocn  tho  micicut  niul 
modoni  dntma  will  be  more  fully  recognized  if  wo 
bring  into  clowr  comparison  tlio  two  great  liiilicra  (,f 
dramatic  art,  yEscliylus  aud  Sliakcsiiearc,  nhc,  tbuii^^b 
Kpairatod  from  ono  nuotlior  by  ou  iuterral  of  uvaily 
tvcnty  contnries,  yot  offer  some  remarkable  iKiiiibt 
botb  of  luulogy  and  contrast. 

Id  studying  tlw  dramas  of  /liediyluB,  \rbcn  wo 
IVDotnIo  bclov  llic  sni-fnco,  wo  Cud  cliat  the  euhKiiiu 
of  problems,  ctliical  and  religious,  bearing  upon  mna's 
nitnro  and  destiny,  couatitutefl  tlicir  csseuco,  an  object 
la  wlticli  tLo  delineation  of  clioractcr  is  moilo  isubsu:- 
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Ticnt ;  wbercas  in  tbo  dramu  of  SlinkospOflro  tho  de- 
Toloimiout  of  charnetor  eoustitntes  tko  primary  aim, 
to  wliich  bo  suLurdiuntcs  tbo  underlying  idea  of  tlio 
wbolo ;  accordingly  we  should  Tainly  seek  in  tlio  im- 
persoiiationu  of  tbo  ancioat  bard  tbat  marvellous 
insigbt  iulo  tho  muro  subtle  phenomena  of  bumati 
nature  wliicb  imports  so  intense  an  interest  to  tbo 
productions  of  Shakespeare.  In  JEscliylug  Uio  collision 
botwcen  m»ml  priuciplcs,  wboso  harmouioug  action  is 
CBSontid  to  the  moral  or<Icr  of  the  world,  ia  set  forth 
by  pcrRoiiagcs,  hitman  and  t^iijKrhnman,  uIiofo  charac- 
ters aro  dran-n  in  bold  relief,  nitliout  exhibiting  that 
dolieato  shading  which  eliorms  us  iu  the  delineation 
of  tho  inwlern  bnrd.  TLcso  personages  arc  led  in 
obedience  to  one  moral  princiidc  to  violato  another, 
which  in  its  turu  finds  advocates  and  champions.  Tbo 
collision  bctwoon  thci^o  opposing  interests  and  tbo 
various  iiassious  evoked  ia  tbo  struggle  sustain  the 
intei'OKt  of  the  drama,  whilo  tho  di'itotiCNit'Hf  exhibits  the 
Tiudication  of  otcnial  order  by  tho  triumph  of  that 
priueijdu  which  is  of  primary  obligation.  If  wo  apply 
tbceo  principles  to  tho  Oi-c!-toia,  wo  find  that  while  tho 
eorcral  members  of  tho  trilogy  aro  linkctl  together  by 
n  chain  of  ethical  sequcuco,  which  resolves  itself  into 
tlio  great  doctrine  of  retribution,  each  drama  is  at  tho 
same  timo  devoted  to  the  solution  of  a  particular 
problem,  and  conbtitutos  accordingly  a  complete  and 
iwlepciidcnt  whole.

AgnmomnoDy  at  king  ond  army  diiofy 
TCedfos  wbat  ho  bdiovcs  to  bo  a  divlno  oommand  to 
Iiropitiato  Artomia  bj  tbo  aacrifioo  of  bia  daugbtor;  an 
Qfdealy  tbo  torriUo  roality  of  wbidi  ooa  only  bo  ap- 
ptoeiaiod  wbcn  wo  ocmaidcr  tbo  pronoucsa  to  bnmon 
iMrifieo  wbicb  obatactoruEod  tbo  oarly  agca  of  aooioty. 
Abnbam,  vbon  anbjoctod  to  a  liko  trial  or  tomptation, 
iflor   manifesting  bia   porfcct   aufamiaaion   to  wbat 
appoaiod  to  bim  to  bo  a  divino  monition*  was  led  to 
fooc^izo  tbo  tnio  Toico  of  God  as  bonnonizing  witb 
tbo  moat  aacrod  intnitiona  of  tbo  bumau  bcart,  and 
aeeordiogly  ibrboro  to  alay  bis  cbild.*    Agamemnon, 
on  tbo  eontnuy,  yxdds  to  tlio  snggcstion  of  Calcbasi 
and  by  tbo  sacrifice  of  I|>bigcnia  violates  bis  obli- 
gations to  bia  dangbtur  and  bis  wife.     Clytemncstra 
appcara  aa  tbo  avongor  of  bor  cbild,  and  in  Yindication 
of  nataio*a  violated  rights,  prepares  for  ber  busband 
an  ignominious  deatk    Tbo  stem  reprobation  of  Aga- 
mrmwm  ozprosaod  by  tbo  Cborus  may  be  compared  to 
tbo  aoblimo   protest  of  Uicoh,  and  otber   Hebrow 
propbcts,  against  sndi  deeds  of  blood.     Tbos  tbo 
cmd  ponrorsion  of  religion  wbicb  fnmid  expression 
in  bnman  aocrifico  was  condemned  by  tbo  Grecian  poot 
no  less  tban  by  tbo  Hebzov  sogo,  a  consideration  wbicb 
invests  tbo  iBscbylean  drama  witb  profonnd  aignifi-

When  Orestes,  aluK.st 

ovewome  by  his  mother's  agonizing  entreaties,  hesitates 

to  commit  tho  bloody  act,  Pylades,  who  h(^  accom- 

panicd  him  as  a  reiiresentativo  of  tho  god,  admonishes 

him  of  his  duty,  exclaiming—

A  profound  thought  underlies  tho  greater  heinousncss 
attached  to  tho  murder  of  Agamemnon  by  Clytcm- 
nostra,  than  to  tlio  mmder  of  Clytemncstra  by  Orestes. 
The  bond  which  unites  tho  mother  and  tho  son,  which 
Orestes  is  rcquirod  to  violate,  is  instinctive,  resting

Tnis  dmina,  fonudcd  upon  tho  Persian  War,  and  pro- 
duccil  only  scvcu  years  after  its  tcruiiuatiou  (u.o.  472), 
18  invested  with  peculiar  interest,  not  only  as  the 
earliest  /Eschylcau  drama  which  lias  como  down  to  us, 
but  also  BS  our  earliest  extant  Greek  history,  the  first 
recorded  recitation  of  Herodotus  liaviug  taken  place  at 
tho  great  ranathcnoia  at  Athens  (D.a  dlf)).  It  ex- 
hibits, moreover,  the  somo  principles  of  dramatic  art, 
and  tho  same  conceptions  respecting  tho  divine  govern- 
ment which  chanxcteriso  tho  purely  imaginative  pro- 
ductions  of  tho  **  wai'rior-bard."  For  its  full  apprecia- 
tion wo  must  endeavour  to  realiso  tho  mngnitudo  of 
tho  struggle  which  it  commemorates,  together  witli  tho 
momentous  consociuenccs  to  Hellas  and  to  tho  world 
which  rcsultcil  from  tho  Hellenic  victory. 

About  eighty  years  before  tho  battle  of  Salamis 
(fought  D.a  4S0)  tho  Pcrsiaus  had  mode  their  first 
ap^KMirance  in  history,  when,  under  their  leader, 
Cyrus,  they  overthrow  tho  empire  of  tho  Modes  (o.c. 
559).  Within  this  com|mrativoly  brief  interval  they 
haul  brought  under  subjection  not  only  tho  native 
peoples  of  Asia,  but  also  largo  aroBs  of  Europe  and 
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Africa.  At  tlio  timo  of  onr  ilnuna  tlicir  ompiro  ci- 
touJcd  e^)ulli«nra  OTcr  Egypt  to  Cyiunoica,  wliilo  to 
tlio  north  it  conipriiwil  Wiiritinio  Tlirncc,  Piuoiica,  nml 
oppareutly  Untxi.louift,  ob  far  ns  tlio  bonlcrs  of  Tlicsealy, 
IwsiacB  uftu'ly  all  tbo  islands  nf  tlio  iEgoan,  nortli  of 
Krolo  011.1  Uiist  of  Eulwcn.  Tlioir  amljitioii  exi'nuik-i! 
witli  tlifir  ci>ii(l"C8t8,  till,  at  Icngtli,  tlicy  aepirod  to 
uiiivcmil  iLmiiuion.  "TUo  couqucet  of  Groi-co  was 
rcprcsciitwl  Ity  Xcno«  as  carrying  witli  it  tlmt  of  all 
EuTOiK),  so  that  the  Pcrsinu  cmpiio  would  bccomo  co- 
fitoHsiro  Willi  tlio  ^EtUcr  of  Zous,  ami  tlio  limits  of 
tlio  Siiii'e  courac" 

TLo  iilea  upon  wliicli  this  colossal  empire  was  based 
wa«  tlifttof  llio  ilosjiotic  force  of  personal  will,  iuvol»iD|: 
obligntioii  of  iinivci-snl  i>crBonal  Borvico,  cSlicciiiUy  ii 
war.  Unriiig  tbo  expedition  of  Xenos  tlio  tributaries 
of  tbo  IVrsiftH  kiug  were  virtually  slaves,  workiri 
un.lcr  tlm  Insb,  and  .Irivca  on  to  tlio  cbargo  iu  battl 
ivilli  tbo  Bcmirgo.  Tbc  profound  biimiUation  of  tJi 
subject  i>eop!c8  is  forcibly  dcpictvil  by  tbo  Clionis,  i 
tbo  Olio  wliorcin  tbey  loioont  tbo  ovcrlbrow  of  tb 
Tcrfian  power  (r,  580). 

Mcauwhilo,  iu  tbo  bcart  of  Hellas,  a  now  pbaso  i 
political  life  bad  been  duvolopcd ;  Atbcna  bad  tbi-own 
off  tbo  yi'ko  of  her  tyniuts,  tbo  PiBistratids,  and  tl'i 
world  saw,  for  ibo  first  time,  a  etato  compoBcd  of  fr( 
ud  equal  citiscnB.  Tbo  revolution  of  Kloistbcn^ 
liod  csUhlisbal  tbo  priuciplcs  of  froo  speech  and  equai 
Uiv,  while  ai  yet  this  new-born  liberty  bad  not  dogcno- 
ntcd  into  lioonco.    AdTexting  ^  ^°  Atboniwi  con- 
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stitiition  at  tlio  time  when  the  PorsCons  made  their 
attack  on  Hollas,  Pbito  says,  "  nevcrcnco  was  then  our 
qneoa  and  mistress,  and  mailo  us  willing  to  livo  in 
obcdicneo  to  tlio  laws."  Tbo  stieugth  of  patriotic 
Bontiraont  gouoratcd  by  tbo  now  constitution  inspired 
tbo  amazing  coitrago  required  in  tbo  Athouians  to 
encounter  the  hitherto  uncouquercd  boats  of  Porsia ; 
nim  tUo  plain  of  Marathon  tboy  triumpbod,  and  their 
gloriona  victory  arrested,  for  a  timo,  the  encroachments 
of  tbo  Persian  king. 

His  son  Xorxcs  undertook  to  ovcngo  tbo  disaster 
which  had  befallen  tbo  Persian  arms:  after  enormous 
proporatioas,  bo  set  forth  on  bis  expedition,  at  tbo  bead 
of  an  array  eotiipose.l  of  forty^ii  aifferont  nation8,'cach 
with  its  distinct  catiunnl  costiimo  and  local  leaders, 
while  ciglit  otlicr  nations  furnisbcd  tbo  licet  Well 
might  tbo  contcmiwrary  world  bo  ovemwed  by  the 
spoctaclo  of  so  prodigious  an  armament,  and  regard  the 
canso  of  Ilellonio  indcpendcoeo  as  desperate. 

The  victory  of  Salnmis  sliattcrod  tbo  power  of  tbo 
bftrbarions,  and  changed  tbo  destiny  of  tbo  world. 
" '  Let  tbiiro  bo  li^lit  I'  said  tijborty, 
Ami,  liko  giinriH  from  the  soo, 

In  celebration  of  tbo  victory  thus  ocliiovad  by 
Btmggling  and  tiiumi)bnut  freedom,  and  in  honour 
of  tbo  city  of  Pallas,  which  bad  won  immortLtl 
glory  at  Salamis,  iEscbylus  eomposod  his  drama  of 
"•The  Persians."  It  bas  been  justly  remarked  that 
".aSscbylus  is  tbo  prophet  of  Greek  tragedy."      "A 
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while  tlio  fint  and  third,  togothor  with  tho  Satyrio 
drama,  draw  thoir  materials  from  mythological  sources, 
it  appcArs  almost  certain  that  thoso  apparently  in* 
congruous  dements  constituted  together  one  grand 
pootio  whole;  the  leading  idea  giving  unity  to  the 
detached  dramas  being  the  struggle  between  Asia  and 
Europe,  which,  originated  in  tho  dim  ages  of  mytho- 
logy, had  at  length  culminated  in  the  triumph  of 
Ilollas  over  tho  non-IIellonio  races.  In  tho  samo 
manner  nerodotus  has  based  his  history  upon  the 
notion  of  a  2>i'inioval  enmity  subsisting  between  the 
Hellenes  and  the  nations  of  the  East.  This  apparent 
incongruity  vanishes  when  wo  remember  that  the  con- 
temporaries of  iBschylus  cherished  tho  firmest  belief 
in  the  existence  of  their  legendary  heroes,  whoso  pro- 
tection and  assistance  were  continually  invoked,  whilo 
their  api^caranco  on  tho  seono  of  action,  with  super* 
human  stature  and  imi)0sing  mieui  was  hailed  os  an 
omen  of  victory.  ^Ssehylus  has,  moreover,  in  tho 
second  member  of  tho  trilogy,  so  treated  tho  ovonts  of 
contemporary  history  os  to  bring  them  into  hannony 
with  the  occurrences  of  tho  mythical  post,  invested,  as 
it  was,  in  tho  popular  inuigiuation,  with  a  halo  of 
glory  and  sublimity.  This  was  rendered  iXMsiblo 
by  the  remoteness  of  Persia,  which  was  selected  as 
the  scene  of  tho  drama;  by  tlio  gorgeous  sidendour 
which  surroundod  Oriental  lifo;  by  tho  vastness  of 
the  armies  assembled  under  tho  sceptro  of  tho  great 
king,  together  with  tho  strangeness  of  tho  barbaric 
physiognomy  and  costume.     ^  These,  exaggerated  to 
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n-nr :  XscLyivm  would  probably  givo  groator  8copo  to 
tbo  prophoeios  of  PhinonSi  and  would  thug  have  on 
opportanitj  of  canying  back  tho  imagination  of  tbo 
andicnco  to  tho  traditionary  commoncomont  of  tho 
groat  stmgglo  which  had  rocontly  been  brought  to  so 
glorions  a  termination.  Thu%  acoording  to  Wclckcr, 
tho  mythological  drama  of  Phinous  would  form  a  kind 
of  prophetic  prolndo  to  tho  historical  drama  of  ^  Tho 
Persians." 

Beferonco  has  already  bcon  modo  to  tho  tendency  of 
^Sschylns  to  group  together  a  long  series  of  events, 
having  rcferenco  to  some  connecting  principle.  It 
might  therefore  excite  surprise  that,  in  treating  so 
momentous  a  subject  as  tho  Persian  war,  he  should 
havo  eontentcd  himself  with  celebrating  the  battio  of 
Salamis  alone,  which,  however  glorious  for  Atliens,  left 
tho  £(tto  of  Ucllas  still  undecided.  This  would  bo 
brought  homo  with  peculiar  force  to  the  Athenians 
who^  only  ten  months  after  tho  retreat  of  Xerxes,  had 
beoQ  obliged  to  migrate  a  second  time  to  Salamis, 
whilo  Athens  became  once  moro  tlie  head-quarters  of 
their  dreaded  foe.  Tho  victory  of  Phitioa,  which 
insured  tho  final  deliverance  of  IXclloii,  would  thero- 
foro  bo  rcgardcil  as  second  in  importance  only  to 
SolamisL  Moreover,  in  tho  drama  of  ^llie  Persians," 
tho  ghost  of  Darius  alludes  to  the  battlefield  of  PlaUoa 
on  which  tho  ruin  of  tho  Persian  host  was  to  be  con* 
snmmatod,  as  tlie  just  punishment  inflicted  by  Zeus 
vpon  their  impiety  and  overweening  thoughts. 
This  prophecy  alone  would  suggest  tho  probability  of 


somo  refcronco  being  mado  to  this  important  victory  in 
tho  third  member  of  tho  trilogy,  tho  Glaukos  Potnieus. 
According  to  popular  tradition  Glaukos  was  a  fisher- 
man, who  became  a  marine  demigod  by  eating  of  the 
divine  life-giving  herb  sown  by  Krouos :  ono  version 
of  the  legend  represents  him  to  have  been  one  of  tho 
Argonauts,  who,  having  fallen  from  his  galley,  suiTcred 
this  transformatiou.    The  so-called  grotto  of  Glaukos 
was  situated  near  tho  littlo  town  of  An  the  Jon  in 
Beootia:  this  marine  deity,  accom2)anied  by  strange 
monsters  of  the  sea,  was  accustomed,  once  a  year,  to 
visit  tho  surrounding  coasts  and  islands,  and  thcro  to 
prophesy  impending    calamity.      Ilis    approach  was 
anticipated  by  tho  fishermen,  by  whom  ho  was  held 
in  pecidiar  veneration,  who  also  ofibred  sacrifice  and 
prayers  to  avert  tho  threatened  woo.    It  is  mentioned 
by  Pausanias    (ix.  22,  G),  that   what    Pimlar   and 
iEschylus  heard  from  tho  dwellers  at  Antlicdon  con- 
cerning this  marine  deity  hod  furnished  materials  to 
both  poets,  and   had  sufilccd  to  iEschylus  for   tho 
creation  of  a  drama.      According  to  Wclckor,  tho 
extant  fragments  of  this  drama  seem  to  indicate  that 
Glaukos   describes  a  voyage  which  he    made  from 
Anthedon  .to    Sicily.      Passing    the   promontory   of 
Euba^a,  tho  shore  of  Zeus  Konoius,  and  tho  tomb  of 
tho  unhappy  Lichas  (frag.  27),  ho  came  to  Iwhcgium 
(frag.  31,  189 ;  Ilerm.  ^k  12),  and  arrived  finally  at 
Ilimera  (frag.  28)  in  Sicily.     In  tho  neighbourhood 
of  this  city  was  fought  tho  battio  of  Ilimera,  on 
which  occasion  tho  Sicilian  Hellenes  repulsed  tho 
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OtfUiaginitn  iiiTadorSy  whoso  attack  took  plaoo  Bimiil- 
taoooiiily  with  that  of  Xenc«  upon  Hoiks.  It  is 
haidly  to  bo  sopposcd  that  .ffisch jlus  would  introduco 
into  his  drama  tho  namo  of  Ilimora  without  oom- 
moniQrating  a  Tictoiy,  which  his  contcniponurj,  Pindar 
(Fjrtk  L  152),  represents  as  not  inferior  in  importanoo 
to  ihoso  of  Salomis  and  Flatxooy  tho  cironmsUinccs  of 
which  also  were  peculiarly  susceptible  of  poctio  troat- 
msnt  The  Itootian  scorgod,  morooTcr,  would  form 
the  most  appropriate  herald  of  the  Boeotian  rictory, 
and  thuS|  in  his  third  drama,  iESscb jlns  would  have  the 
opportunity  of  bringing  the  battles  of  Ilimera  and 
Flatoia  into  connection  with  tliat  of  Salomis^  which 
formed  the  main  feature  in  the  PerBion  trilogy. 

The  plastic  art  of  the^  Hellenes  illustrates  their 
tendency  to  regard  the  sucocssiyo  victories  of  Ilellas 
ofer  Oriental  barbarism  as  phases  of  the  great  struggle 
between  the  higher  and  lower  elements  of  civilization, 
which  ibrmed  so  prominent  a  feature  in  their  my- 
thology.    Thus,  in  the  temple  of  ncra,  at  Ilycemo 
(Bans.  XL  17,  3),  and  in  that  of  Zens  at  Agrigoutum 
(Diod.  »•  82),  tho  capture  of  Hlum  was  associated  with 
tho  overthrow  of  tlie  giants  by  the  Olympian  gods.* 
Thoir  recent  splendid  victories  would  doubtless  bo 
flfanilarly  regarded  by  them  as  the  ultimate  triumph  of 
^filintlen    over  barbarism,  brought   about  by  tho 
iBtommtion  of  the  higher  powers.    This  conception 
foond  artistio  expression  in  the  beautiful  painting 
Ibo  oo-ealled  Darius  vase,  ^on  which  the  celestial

deities  are  represented  as  consoling  the  terrified  Hollos 
in  face  of  the  threatening  purposes  and  preparations  of 
tlie  mighty  king  of  Asia."  Moreover,  **out  of  the 
gigantic  block  of  Persian  marble  at  Bhamnus,  three 
leagues  from  Harathon,  which  the  Persians  are  said  to 
have  intended  for  a  trophy,  Phidias  (also  a  prophet) 
created  one  of  Uio  most  sublime  of  tho  Greek  statues 
of  the  gods,  that  of  Nemesis,  whoso  stem  form  and 
gesture  admonished  tho  Greeks :  *  Be  not  lifted  up ;  to 
God  alone  belongs  the  glory  T  "* 

It  may  bo  remarked,  in  eouelusion,  that  this  drama, 
by  the  profound  humiliation  of  Xerxes,  strikingly 
enforces  tho  Ilcllonie  principle  that  the  supreme 
iutelligeneo,  which  ^Ischylus  invariably  identifies  with 
tho  will  of  Zens,  cannot  suffer  any  inferior  power, 
human  or  divine,  to  overpass  its  legitimate  limits,  and 
thus  interfere  with  tho  harmonious  working  of  the 
whole.  At  the  same  time  tho  diguity  of  the  Persian 
empiro  is  vindicated  by  the  description  of  the  glorious 
and  happy  life  whicli  the  Persians  eujoyed  under  the 
rule  of  Darius,  which  had  been  forfeited  by  their 
impiety  in  acting  in  opposition  to  the  divine  decrees; 
moreover,  by  inirodueiug  tho  ghost  of  the  mighty  king, 
not  only  as  the  stem  rebukcr  of  his  son's  overweening 
pride,  but  also  as  deprecating  in  the  most  emphatic 
manner  any  subsequent  invasion  of  Hollas,  wo  see,  in 
tliis  early  historical  drama,  an  approach  to  the  great 
principle  of  classical   dramatio  art,  which  finds  its

Bc&roDQo  sp|ican  to  bo  msdo  to  this  sneiont  form  of 
the  tnditiiA  in  tho  Sovon  (t.  787).  Tho  brodion, 
ibsring  lest  tlioir  fatlior^s  oimo  should  bo  fulfilled, 
uisko  sa  sgroomoiit  to  roigii  over  tlio  Tlicban  torritory 
in  turn,  each  for  tlio  s|moo  of  a  joar.  Etcoclcis  as  tlio 
eldcTp  roigus  first,  and  at  tho  appointed  tinio  rolyuuiki*s 
eomos  to  demand  tlio  soqttro,  which  his  brotlicr 
rofnsos  to  rcnign.  roljneikos  retires  tt>  Argort,  and 
ponnados  Adrastos,  his  fiitlior-iii-law,  to  aifsist  him  tu 
roooTor  tho  throno.  Aocordingly,  that  xirinoo  and  fivu 
other  cliiefsi  aocompauiud  by  rolynoikci^  nuirdi  aj^iiiiiFt 
tho  Cadnieion  dty.  With  their  Apx>oaranoo  bcfuro  tho 
walls  tlu)  thinl  member  of  tho  trih>gy  o]ien8. 

Such,  in  ontlino,  is  tho  terriblo  story  which  iiKhcrs 
in'* Tho  SoTon  against  Thebes."  Tho  first  lni<^Nly 
|irobably  cmletl  with  tho  death  of  Laios,  while  tho 
%nrath  of  (Edipns,  and  his  curse,  tu-ico  pntuonnocd 
stgainrt  his  sons,  wonld  duubtlitis  form  a  princixial 
Icatara  of  tho  second  drama.  This  11*0  may  infer  from 
tlio  promincnoo  giron  to  tho  curso  in  tho  oouclnding 
SDombor  of  tlio  trilogy. 

I  cannot  but  think,  however,  tlmt  wo  should  misread 
the  poot  did  wo  imagine  that  tho  death  of  tho  brotlicrs 
nssnltod  from  tlio  inevitable  operation  of  their  father** 
cmnse.  yEloocks,  diongh  courageous,  is  full  of  in- 
catiablo  rago,  and  instead  of  yioLling  to  tho  iMithotic 
pleading  of  tho  Cltoms,  exults  in  tlio  pros|iect  of 
Intricido;  while  Polynoikes  is  represented  as  shariiig 


tho  malignant  hatred  of  his  brother  (v.  632).  EtooclcR, 
moreover,  by  retaining  tho  sovereignty,  violates  tlio 
claims  of  justice;  and  Polyneikes,  by  seeking  to 
rcg:iin  it  with  tlio  assistance  of  an  invading  host,  is 
guilty  of  impiety  towards  his  country :  thus  tbo  death 
of  tho  brothers,  through  mutual  slangliter,  is  thu 
penalty  duo  to  their  respective  wi*oiig«1<nng,  and,  as 
such,  offers  no  violeneo  to  our  sense  of  justice.^  King 
AjiMoUo,  it  is  tnio,  the  awful  Seventh,  is  rcpivscntoil  a8 
taking  his  station  at  the  seventh  gate,  and  avc^nging 
u|xin  the  sons  of  (E^Iipus  tho  ancient  tnini:greiisi4»n  of 
Laios ;  at  the  same  time  tho  ^HK^t  nuikcs  us  feci  tliat 
tliey  havo  themselves  succiuubed  to  the  evil  tendencies 
inherent  in  the  nici^  and  thus  it  is  tluit  their  fathers  cui-so 
has  excreiBctl  itH  drciul  af^^iidcncy  over  their  doitiny. 

Had  tho  trilogy  tcriniiiateil  with  the  dc;ith  of  the 
brothers  such  a  catastrophe  would  have  violated  an 
essential  canon  of  classical  dramatic  art,  which  requires 
tho  fiiml  reconciliation  of  tho  principles  brought  into 
collision  during  tho  action  of  thu  play.  Th«!M; 
principles,  in  tlio  drama  before  us,  are — duty  to  the 
family,  and  duty  to  the  Stite ;  tho  lianmmiouH  action 
of  which  is  necessary  to  tho  well-being  of  society. 
Thus  it  would  apiKiir  that  the  decree  of  i\\v.  senate 
respecting  tho  burial  of  tho  roval  brothons  which  has 
boon  reganled  as  a  dramatic  blunder  on  the  jmrt  <»! 
iCschylus,  is  in  fact  essential  for  bringing  about  a  satis- 
factory dctioucMCut.  When,  in  spite  of  tho  prohibition 
of  tlio  senate,  Antigone  proclaims  her  heiiiie  detenu i- 
nation  to  inter  her  brother,  she  claims  our  warmcbt 
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pynipathy  and  admiration :  had  sbo  stood  alono,  hor 

lieroiam  and  aistorly  afToctiuu  would  liavo  offered  a 

rdradiiiig  relief  to  ilio  dcaflly  hatred  of  tlio  brotliors. 

Tko  action  of  iho  Glioma  givea,  however,  a  deeper 

ngnilicanoo  to  the  qnscNlo.    The  Chorus,  it  must  be 

rumeiuburofl,  nspresouta  in  the  Greek  theatre  Iho  moral 

omsciciico  of  the  ago,  in  ita  most  irlevnted  f4>rm  ;*  a 

dianurtcr  strikingly  cxem2>liric<l  in  the  drama  before 

IK     At  tlio  oomnusneeniont,  iudccd,  they  are  timid 

Tliclian   women,  who,   viridly  realixing   the    brutal 

outrages  offerc<l  to  women  after   the  capture  of   a 

beleaguered  city,  arc  jioKscsscd  by  overwhrliiiing  fcur. 

As    tho    drama    devulojis,    however,   they   gradually 

mssumo  a  loftier  tone ;    tho  words  of  cxjiostulation 

addroMod  by  them  to  Etcoclcs  are  full  of  piety  and 

wisilom:   whcu,   thcrcforo,    one   half  of  tho  Chorus 

follow,  with  Antigone,  the  body  of  Polyncikes,  and 

the  other  half,  with  l8mcno,  that  of  Eteocles,  we  may 

umdcrstaml  tluit  the  x^oct  intended  thus  to  recognise  the 

^sqnal  sacredness  of  the  principles  respectively  rei)ro- 

«ontcd  by  the  sisters,  namely,  allogianco  to  the  holy  tic 

«ff  kindroil-bhHHl,  and  fculty  to  tlio  State — the  object, 

in  Greek  civilization,  of  tho  most  anlmt  imtrlotism. 

Tlio  great  Tlielmn  trilogy,  as  remarked  by  Buuseu, 
^liegins  and  ends  with  deeds  of  horror ;  but  as  tho  lost 
maid  boavicst  judgment  is  executed,  graci(»us  images  of 
tiio  future  surround  tho  InmIic^  of  the  slain ;  the  devoted 
licroisin  diitplayol  by  the  Thcban  women  **  is  a  living 
plcilgo  for  tbo  niorul  onler  of  tho  world,"  and  offers  a 
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spectacle  commensurato  in  grandeur  with  the  darker 
features  of  the  drama. 

Very  interesting  is  tho  protest  thus  oiTored  by  tbo 
l>rophet-bai-d  of  antiquity  to  that  want  of  i-csi)cct  for 
women,  and  that  jealousy  of  their  participation  in  tlio 
functions  of  men,  which  find  such  frequent  expression 
in  Gix'ek  literature,  and  which  are  enibotlicil  in  the 
insolent  langiiage  aildrcs^cd  by  Eteocles  to  the  Chorus 
at  tho  coinnicnccmcnt  of  tho  dnuna  (v.  169). 

Such  examples  as  that  of  the  Ulicluiu  women  may 
have  inspircil  tho  wise  uttcmnco  of  Plato,  who  dcelaros 
thut  fur  tljo  legislator  to  leave  women  without  etlnca- 
tion,  and  without  suiTicient  8eo|>e  for  tlioir  ciicr^ieo,  is 
materially  to  crip^do  tho  iHiwcr  of  the  Stuto.* 

With  regard  to  the  jwlitical  Ix^aring  of  tlio  drama, 
K.  0.  ^luller  remarks  that  ^T^seliylus  strove  to 
mo<lerato  tho  restless  struggles  of  his  countrymen 
after  (Icmocmey  and  dominion  over  other  Greeks. 
Tho  descriptiim  of  tho  ujiright  Amphiaraus,  who 
wishcil  not  to  i*trwi,  but  to  he  the  Ix'st ;  the  wise  genonil 
from  whoso  mind,  as  from  tho  de«'p  furn>vvs  of  a  well- 
ploughed  field,  noble  counsels  proceed,  was  universally 
appliinl  by  tho  Athenian  [KJoidc  to  Aristeides,  and  was 
doubtless  intendoil  by  *Esehyliis  fi)r  him.  In  contlu- 
sion,  I  may  alludo  to  the  pa>s;igo  in  the  Iliad  whieli 
relates  how,  when  tlio  invading  anuy  rcavhe^l  Asop«»s' 
banks,  Tydous  was  sent  forward  to  TluUs  to  sp» ak 
tho  common  message  of  tho  host  Admitted  into  tho 
palaco    of    Eteocles,    undaunted    though     alone,    ho

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chftUenged  tho  CadmoionB  to  combat,  and,  through 
AthoDa*B  aid,  camo  off  vioUHrions.  Whoroupon  tho 
Cadmeiana  aonght  to  oompaaa  his  rotuming  stops,  and 
planted  an  ambnah  of  fifty  warriora;  these  Tydoua 
alcWi  coo  only  hoiug  loft  to  boar  tho  tidings  homeward. 
This  treachery  on  the  part  of  the  Cadmeians 
fomishoa  a  motive  for  tlio  impotnous  eagemosa 
manifested  by  Tydoua  to  advance  to  the  attack :  it  may 
also  throw  light  upon  tho  iron-hearted  purpose  of  tlie 
infnrktod  chiefs^  which  found  expression  in  their 
tcfriUo

*  Oar  poet  cannot  have  mistaken  the  names  borne  by  the 
pitcs  of  Thebes  in  his  own  d«iy ;  but  two  of  them,  Oncan 
and  Borrhamn,  dificr  from  the  names  as  given  by  PaufKinias 
liomc  four  centuries  later.  Pausanias  has  the  four  names, 
lYoitid,  Electron,  Neitan  and  Homoloid,  in  common  with 
^schylus;  but  besides,  ho  has  tbo  Ogy<;ian,  the  Crcnamn, 
and  the  Uypistai  (supreme),  or  gates  of  Supreme  Jupiter, 
who  had  a  temple  near  them.  iEschylus  informs  us  that 
Athena  ha«l  a  temple  near  the  Oncnn  gates ;  probaMy  she 
was  hence  locally  entitled  Oncan  Athena.  Oncan  was  thought 
to  be  a  Pha*nician  epithet  introtUuxxl  into  lliebes  by 
Cadmos.  Wc  can  only  guess  that  they  were  the  gates 
called  Ogygian  (ancient)  in  the  time  of  Pausanias.  Onca,  as 
a  Hebrew  woril,  cannot  bo  confidently  inteqireted ;  but  it 
may  beUmg  to  the  same  nx>t  as  Anak,  a  oelcbmtcd  family 
of  giants.  /Eschylus  docs  not  name  the  seventh  gate,  which 
may  have  been  the  Hypistan.  It  is  quite  possible  that 
Berrhasan  (or  Borrheian,  in  some  editions)  meant  simply  thu 
north  gato^  ami  was  a  secondary  apix)llation.  Wo  have 
Bapptn  {wf§iMf\  with  double  p,  in  Thucyditles.

period  ooloorod  the  stream  of  philosophic  thought 
Tho  Framcthean  myth,  it  must  bo  romemborod,  was 
nol  the  imrontion  of  either  Hcsiod  or  iBsohylns ;  its 
root,  as  Bmisen  remarks,  is  older  than  tho  Ilollencs 
themselTCS.  Eton  at  tho  prcsont  day,  tho  legend,  in 
its  mdest  form,  may  bo  traced  among  the  Iranian  tribes 
of  tho  Caucasus,  while  in  onr  western  world  it  has  in- 
spired the  genins  of  moro  than  onogreat  poet  of  modem 

times. 

The  three  dramas  of  which  tho  trilogy  consisted  aro 
bdiofod  to  hayp  been  ^  Prometheus,  the  Firo-bringer," 
^  Prometheus  Bound,"  and  **  Prometheus  Unbound,*"  of 
which  tho  second  has  alone  surviTod.*  Prometheus 
there  appears  as  tho  champion  and  benefaotor  of  man- 
kind, whose  condition,  at  tho  close  of  tho  Titanic  age, 
is  depicted  as  weak  and  miserable  in  tho  oztrcmo : 

"Seeing,  they  saw  in  vain ; 
Hearing,  they  heard  not ;  but  like  shapes  in  dreams, 
Throng  the  kmg  time  all  things  at  random  mixed." 

Zeus,  it  is  said,  proposed  to  annihilate  these  puny 
qthemorals,  and  to  plant  upon  tho  earth  a  now  race  in 
thdr  stead.  Prometheus  represents  himself  as  haying 
frustrated  this  design,  and  as  being  consequently  sub- 
jeetod,  for  tho  sake  of  mortals,  to  the  most  agonising 
pain,  inflicted  by  tho  remorseless  cruelty  of  Zcom,    Wo

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liave  thus  tho  Titin,  tho  symbol  of  finito  reason  and 
free  will,  dopietod  as  the  sublime  philanthropist,  whilo 
Zors,  tho  supremo  deity  of  Hellas,  is  portrayed  as  tho 
cruel  and  obdurate  despot,  a  character  peculiarly  ro- 
volting  to  Atliouian  sentiment. 

Tho  attempt  to  explain  this  apparent  anomaly  has 
given  rise  to  a  variety  of  theories  and  speeuhitions.    It 
is  urged  by  some  that  at  the  time  of  iEschylus  so  sharp 
a  lino  \Tas  drawn,  in  tho  minds  of  educated  men,  between 
religion  and  mythology,  tliat  tho  latter  was  accepted 
simply  as  poetical  imagery,  and  was  employed  by  tho 
l)oet  without  any  definite  moml  aim.    Others  imagine, 
with  Welckcr,  that  iEschylus,  as  a  contemporary  of 
Zonophancs,    and  one  initiated  into  tho  Elcusinian 
mysteries,  maintained  an  antagonistic  attitude  towards 
tho  traditional  creed,  and  tliat  in  the  Promethean  trilogy 
he  seized  the  opportunity  to  enter  his  protest  against  it, 
by  representing  the  head  of  the  Olympian  system  under 
so  revolting  an  aspect.     It  must  bo  i-emembcrcd,  how- 
ever, that  tho  Athenian  drama  formed  part  of  a  solemn 
religious  festival,  celebrated  by  the  entire  population, 
and  that  tho  popular  theology  ^-as  intertwined  with  tho 
national  and  jwlitical  lifo  not  only  of  Athens,  but  of 
Hollas.      Tho  magnificent  statues  of  Pallas  Athena 
and  of  Olympian  Zeus,  executed  at  enormous  cost  by 
Phidias,  tho  contemporary  of  yEschylus,  were  doubtless 
regarded  by  tho  multitudes  assembled  at  the  national 
festivals  as  symbols  of  divine  and  vcxy  awful  realities ; 
and  if  we  turn  to  tho  remaining  dramas  of  tho  poet  wo 
Und  his  delineation  of  these  divinities  in  harmony  with

Hthwiai  who  an  nqmaoutod  in  tbo  Qroateift  aa  tho 
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willing  bot  aubordinato  exeeutors  of  their  futbor'a  will. 
It  aoema  improbable  that  in  tbo  Pi-omotbcan  trilogy 
alone  bo  abould  aaaomean  attitude  towania  tbo  popular 
religion  utterly  irrceoncikble  with  tbo  tondouciea 
monifoatod  in  bia  romainiug  works;  tbo  apparent  con- 
tradiction boa  doubtlcsa  arisen  from  tbo  loss  of  tho 
concluding  drama.  -  I  agree  with  those  critics  wbo 
think  that  if  we  possessed  it  we  should  see  the  majesty 
of  Zona  fully  Tindicated,  and  reconciliation  established 
between  tbo  contending  powcra. 

Aa  it  sooma  unreasonable  to  occept,  without  quali- 
fication, the  gross  picture  of  Zeus  as  represented,  in  the 
extant  drama,  by  bis  exa8])cratcd  adversary,  Prometheus, 
ao  we  must  look  elsewhere  for  the  true  ground  of  the 
autagouism  subsisting  between  him  and  the  Olympian 
divinities,  all  of  whom   are    arrayed    njainst   him. 
Though  the  Promethean  myth,  as  rebitctl  by  Plato,  in 
tbo  **  Protagoras,"  diffcra  in  many  essential  features 
faom  tbo  Tcnion  of  iEscbylus,  yet  the  fundamental 
tliought  there  emUxlied  is  ao  completely  in  harmony 
with  the  teaching  of  the  prophet-bard,  that  it  may  bo 
referred  to  as,  perbapa,  throwing  light  upon  tho  moral 
aignifiooneo  of  tbo  trilogy.     In  tbo  ^Piotagoraa**  a 
distinction  ia  drawn  between  tbo  wisdom  which  minia- 
tera  to  phyaical  well-being,  and  political  wisdom  which 
enobloa  men  to  live  in  organized  oommunitiea.    Pro- 
motboua  is  represented  as  having  endowed  men  with 
iho  former,  but  as  unable  to  invest  them  with  tbo 
latter,  which  involved  tlio  exercise  of  justice,  and  was 
under  the  special  guardianship  of  Zeus.    Now  it  ia  thia 
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qruiiij  of  Jnstieo  which  was  bostowod  upon  mortalt  bj 
Zoom  UmU  JEschylas  extols  with  poooliar  emphatit, 
/Biehoii''  he  fayi*  ^tSboA  no  balw»rk  to  him  who 
•ponis  tho  might/  ftltar  of  justico''  (Ag.  881);  finn 
bMod  if  JQstieo  (Cho.  685) ;  **  oU  must  polish  who 
withstand  h(9rmsnclstos"(Cha630>  Justice  is  styled 
the  daughter  of  Zona  (Cha  934) ;  roTcronoo  for  her 
altar  is  characterised  as  the  sum  of  wisdom  (Eum. 
510). 

It  was,  moreoTcr,  an  idea  familiar  to  tlio  .^Sschylean 
ago  that  all  cscellence  was  the  gift  of  the  gods,  more 
cspceiallj  of  Zous,  and  thai  it  could  not  bo  obtained 
without  their  intenrontiou.  ^  God  alone  is  good,"  sang 
Simonidcs ;  '*  no  one  wins  virtue  without  the  aid  of 
the  gods,  neither  a  state  nor  an  individual."  ^  Zeus, 
the  great  virtues  attend  upon  mortals  from  thee^"  sang 
Pindar ;  ^  and,"  he  adds,  **  prosperitj  lives  longer  with 
ihese  who  revere  thee,  but  with  perverse  minds  it  docs 
net  equally  abide,  thriving  for  all  time'*  (Isthm.  Ode  iii) 
**Through  the  favour  of  God  man  blooms  with  a 
wise  heart"*  **An  untainted  mind,*'  according  to 
JEschylus,  is*' heaven's  first  gift"  The  Chorus  remind 
Firomcthous  of  **  the  dreamlike  feebleness  that  fetters 
tho  blind  race  of  mortals  "  (Pro.  556) ;  an  expression 
which  recalls  Pindar's  description  of  men  as  *the 
droam  of  a  shadow;"  ''yet,"  he  adds,  **  when  splendour 
-given  by  the  god  comes  to  them,  a  brilliant  light  &lls 
i^on  men  and  a  sweet  life"  (Pyth.  Ode  viiL  Epode  5). 
Hoi  only  was  Prometheus  unable  to  endow  mortals 

*  Thcta  paiMgM  aie  cited  hy  8cbocmanp» 
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with  these  higher  attributes ;  by  conferring  upon  tlicm 
benefits  eontrary  to  tho  will  of  Zeus,  he,  in  fact, 
alienated  them  from  the  gods,  in  fellowship  with  whom, 
according  to  the  Greek  ideal,  men  found  their  highest 
well-being. 

He  may  thus  be  regarded  as  personifying  that  in« 
surgcnt  condition  of  the  will  which,  blind  to  tLo  per- 
ception of  higher  truth,  is  full  of  arrogant  self-con- 
fidence and  all-defying  pride.  In  many  respects  lie 
olTcrs  a  parallel  to  Milton's  Satan,  *'  a  creation  requiriu*^ 
in  its  author  almost  the  spintnal  energy  with  wliich  ho 
invests  the  fallen  Seraph."  The  Titan  cbained  to  bin 
solitary  rock,  and  tho  archangel  prone  upon  the  lake  of 
fire,  stand  alone,  tho  one  in  ancient,  tlio  otlier  in  mixlnru 
literature,  as  stupendous  examples  of  indomitablo  will ; 
of  both  it  may  bo  said  with  truth  that,  "  what  chains  us, 
as  with  a  resistless  spoil,  in  such  a  clK^ractor.  ia 
spiritual  might  made  visible  by  tho  racking  pains  which 
it  overpowers."* 

For  the  Titan,  however,  there  is  delirorancc,  atul 
the  extant  fragments  of  the  concluding  member  of  tlio 
trilogy  enable  us  to  form  some  idea  as  to  tho  agiiu^y 
by  which  it  was  accomplishcil.  At  tho  opening  of  tho 
••  Prometheus  Unbound  "  the  Titan  was  scon  bronslit 
once  more  to  light,  after  tho  lapse  of  ages,  from  tlio 
abyss  into  which  he  had  been  hurled  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  '^  Prometheus  Bound."  IIo  was  still  chained  to 
the  rock,  with  the  additional  torment  of  tho  avAc. 
which  daily  preyed  upon  his  liver.    Tho  punishmeutK 
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ship  of  ZciiB  with  mortalsi  of  which  lo  was  one  of  the 
first  rodpicDts.  Hcnco  the  significsnco  of  hor  appear- 
anco  in  the  **  Prometheus  Bonna."  Sho,  liko  tho  Titan, 
rosistod  the  divino  will,  and,  liko  him,  most  snffor  tho 
penalty  of  her  rebellion ;  accordingly  tho  account  of 
her  sufferings,  a^  wailing  and  distraught,  she  pursues 
bcr  toilsome  wanderings,  sonres  to  heighten  tho  impres- 
sion of  tho  erud  tyranny  of  Zeus,  which  it  is  tho  object 
of  that  drama  to  produce. 

In  ••  Tho  Suppliants,"  howcTcr,  Zeus  appears  in  itila- 
tion  to  lo,  not  as  tho  obdurato  tyrant,  but  as  tho 
beneficent  deity,  whoeo  scTorest  judgments  issue  in 
blessings  to  tho  individual  and  to  mankind.  Doubtless, 
under  this  aspect  he  would  have  been  represented  in  tho 
third  member  of  tho  Promethean  trilogy. 

Ilerakles  inquires  from  Prometheus  his  way  to  tho 
SVtfdcus  of  tho  ncspcridcs;  the  Titan,  in  reply,  de- 
scribes his  journey  thither,  and  announces  the  dangers 
which  ho  will  have  to  encouutcr.  Forthwith  tho  eagle 
apXKart,  winging  its  flight  towards  Prometheus: 
Ilerakles  utters  tho  exclamation,  *' Archer  Apollo, 
•nrely  guide  mine  arrow/'  draws  his  bow,  and  slays  tho 
|icst 

In  what  manner  the  subsequent  liberation  of  Pro- 
metheus was  eiEDCted  wo  hare  no  means  of  determining ; 
whether  Henddes  himself  unloosed  his  chains,  or 
whetlior  this  was  aooomplished  through  tho  interTontion 
of  Hermos,  or  some  other  dirinity ;  whether  Herakles 
prenilod  upon  Zeus  to  accept  Cheiron  as  a  substitute 
for   PhMDotbeusi  and  whether   Cheiron   Toluntarily 
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hi 


hi 
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descended  into  Hades ;  and,  finally,  whether  tho  Gods 
appeared  upon  tho  scene,  to  celebrate,  with  Prometheus 
and  the  Titans,  tho  nuptials  of  Pclcus  and  Thetis — 
these  are  questions  to  which  neither  tho  fitigmcnts 
themselves,  nor  tho  testimony  of  other  witnesses, 
onablo  us  to  return  a  satisfactory  answer,  and  I  conse- 
quently abstain  from  entering  ui>on  them. 

Tho  chief  interest,  however,  centres  in  tho  mind  of 
Prometheus,  and  upon  tho  agency  by  which  the  arch- 
rebel  was  transformcil  into  tho  williug  subject  and 
minister  of  Zeus.  Tho  spectacle  of  his  brother  and 
sister  Titans  and  Titancsses  redeemed  fi*om  dm*aucc 
would  tend  to  correct  tho  false  impression  which  had 
possessed  his  miud  i-cspccting  tho  ruthless  tyrauuy  of 
Zeus,  and  consequently  tho  gnawing  desire  ti»  witness 
his  humiliation  would  give  place  to  tho  unrcluct;int  re- 
cognition of  his  supremacy.  Ho  would  accordingly 
no  longer  refuse  to  reveal  tho  scci*et,  upon  tho  disclo- 
sure of  which  he,  in  his  blindness,  imagined  the  main- 
tenance of  that  supremacy  to  depend.*  In  Ilcsiod 
Zeus  is  represented  as  allowing  himself  to  bo  apparently 
deceived  by  Prometheus,  when  he  taught  men  to  bring 
worthless  offerings  to  the  Gods ;  the  Titan  there  a})- 
pears  as  tlie  trickster  caught  at  lost  in  his  own  wiles. 
That  tho  roign  of  Zeus,  whom  tho  poet  elsewhere 
extols  as  **  The  Lord  of  ceaseless  ages,'*  "  Most  blessed 
among  tho  blest,"  should  bo  conceived  of  by  him  as 
contingent  upon  tho  word  of  Prometheus,  seems  to  mo 
incredible.     Tho  voluntary  revelation  of  his  supjwsed

Thns  tho  digni^  of  man,  of  whom  Promethens  maj 
bo  regarded  aa  tho  ropresentatiTOy  ib.  ftll  j  Tindicated, 
when,  instead  of  rebolliug  against  tlio  restraints  of  law, 
ho  joyfollj  aooopts  them,  and  finds  his  true  liberty  in 
obedionoo ;  theneeforUi  tho  crown,  tlio  token  of  sub- 
mission, is  transformed  into  on  honourable  mlomment, 
and  tho  iron  ring  becomes  tho  symbol  of  a  holy  con- 
secration.* 

Thns  wo  may  imagine  was  brought  about  tho  rc- 
oondliation  of  tho  powers  wlioso  antagonism  formed 
thosnbjoctoftho'' Prometheus  Bound.**  Wo  cannot  bnt 
admiro  tho  marvellous  art  with  which  the  poet,  whilo 
making  his  personages  tho  representatives  of  certain  ab- 
steaot  principles,  at  the  same  time  endows  them  with  life 
and  sharply-dofinod  individuality.  This  impression  of 
reality  is  heightened  in  Prometheus  by  the  allusion  of 
tho  Ohorus  to  his  marriage  witit  their  sister  Hesiono. 
Tho  chorus  of  colossal  Titans,  ilclivcrod  at  length  from 
their  mighty  toils,  and  assisting  at  the  deliverance  of 
PfonM^eus,  seems  to  me  one  of  the  gi'andost  conceptions 
that  ever  entered  a  poet  s  mind.  It  harmoniacs  with 
tho  iEschyloon  conception  of  Zeus,  as  head  of  tho 
Olympian  hierarchy,  reigning  supreme  in  tho  domain 
of  natnro  and  of  mind. 

In  Gondnding  this  very  inadequate  study  of  a  great 
snbjoct,  I  will  allude,  in  a  few  words,  to  the  theory 
proponnded  by  Professor  Euhn,  with  reforonco  to  tho

Wo  baTO  thus  another  carious  instance  of 

tbo  common  elements  which  may  bo  detected  in  tho 

Vbdic  and  Hellenio  mythology,  while  tho  dcTclopment 

of  the  Fkomctboan  myth  affords  an  instructive  illustro- 

tioii  of  tbo  modo  in  which  words,  originally  having 

rvteeaoo  to   natural  phenomena,  gradually  became 

javasted  with  now  and  more  spiritual  significance  when 

tnuMpUatod  to  tbo  soil  of  Hellas.

INTRODUCTION. 


Tub  trilogy  to  whicli  tLis  drama  belonged,  like  tbat  of 
vliicb  "  Tbo  SoTcn  against  Tliobus  "  formed  tlio  con- 
cluding mcmbor,  was  fuunclcd  upan  an  ancient  epic,  hy 
oil  unknown  author.  Of  tLia  puem  little  is  kuown, 
ciccpt  that  it  coDtaiocd  five  thousand  five  hundrod 
voreoB,  and  boro  tbo  titio  of  "  Tbo  Dnaaidua." 

Tbo  story  which  it  embodied  oppcalcJ  powerfully  to 
that  passion  for  Icgeudnry  genealogies  nbicb  fonuod 
Gucb  a  striking  fcikturo  of  tho  Gi'ecinu  character. 
Alleged  descent  from  a  common  ancestor  was  tbo  bond 
of  union  between  tbo  members  of  every  Grecian  com- 
umnity,  great  or  smoJl ;  and  as  this  Icgundary  pcrsonago 
was  usually  of  di\Tno  or  scmi-Jivino  origin,  even  tLe 
humbloEt  citizen  thus  felt  himself  brought  into  muro 
or  lees  direct  £Hatiou  with  tlio  gotls.  lie  divine 
element  thus,  according  to  tlio  popular  coaeeptiou, 
incarnated  in  humanity,  culmiuatod  in  tbo  great 
Datioonl  hero,  Herokles,  "  tbo  must  renowned  and 
ubiquitous  of  all  tbo  somiilivinc  lursonagcs  worshipped 
by  tbo  Hellenes  " — the  only  mortal  who,  from  a  life 
of  toil  and  sufToring  on  oartb,  was  admitted  to  tbo  god- 
liood.

choral  edea,  which,  from  their  aaUimo  simplicity,  and 
iran  the  high  conception  which  they  embody  of  Zena, 
M  tho  anpromo  and  omnipotent  mloTi  remind  na  occar 
aionally  of  tho  Hebrew  psalms. 

It  mnat  bo  romembered,  moreoror,  that,  at  the  timo 
of  iBaehylna,  tho  national  legonda  bad  not  yet  loot  their 
hold  npon  the  popular  belief,  and  accordingly  mythicol 
oTonta,  anch  aa  the  arrifol  of  tho  Danaidea  in  Argos, 
were  considered  not  only  as  having  influenced  tho 
subsequent  destinies  of  Greeco,  but  also  as  having  been 
brought  about  by  the  inscrutable  counsels  of  Zeus ; 
tho  unfolding  of  whoso  designs,  through  the  medium  of 
tragedy,  wos  regarded  as  the  highest  function  of  tho 

poet 

Tho  ancient  legend  tells  of  the  strife  between  tho 
soM  of  Boloa ;  how  Danooa  waa  driven  from  his  homo 
by  iBgyptos,  who  usurped  his  tlirone;  how  tho 
latter  aought  to  force  tho  Danai<loa  to  marry  hia 
aena,  and  how  Athena  heraclf  exhorted  Danaea  to 
floe  with  hia  daughtera  to  tho  land  of  lo. 

The  introductory  drama  opcna  with  their  arrival,  in 
the  character  of  aupplianta,  at  Argoa,  and  ia  founded 
npon  tho  protection  accorded  to  them  by  tho  Argivea 
and  their  king,  Pelasgea:  tho  appearance  of  tho 
£gyX>t:an  herald,  at  tho  concluaion  of  the  play,  togo- 
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tber  with  hif  forciblo  attempt  to  eanj  off  tho  •nppliants^ 
propunM  the  spectator  for  tlio  arri?al  of  tho  Egyptian 
psraiiert  in  the  •Qccoeding  drama.  Attention  haa  been 
oalled  to  the  pietorosque  beautj  of  tho  opening  aoene, 
whoro^  holding  in  their  hands  their  wool-wreathed 
mjrtlo  boughs,  and  arrayed  in  white  apparel,  whieh 
ibnned  a  striking  contrast  to  their  swarthy  limbs,  the 
sappliauts  grouped  themsolTos  under  tho  statues  of  the 
gods:  th^  would,  morooTer,  be  regardod  with  poeuliar 
interest  as  wanderers  from  the  Talloy  of  the  Nile,  **  the 
wondrous  riTcr  fod  with  snow,"  upon  whoso  fountains 
no  human  eyo  hod  boon  permitted  to  gaze. 

Of  **Tho  Egyptians,**  uufortunatoly,  no  fragmonts 
remain;  it  doubtless  cmbodiod  tho  main  incident  in 
the  tragic  story  of  the  Danaidcs.  It  is  related  in  tho 
legend  that  Danaos  was  elected  king  by  the  Argives, 
in  plaoe  of  Pdasgos;  being  unable  to  oopo  with 
JEgyptos  and  his  sons,  who  still  press  thoir  suit,  ho  is 
compelled  to  yield  to  thoir  demand,  and  promises  to 
gif«  his  daughters  in  marriage  to  their  detested  suitors. 
In  seeroti  howoTor,  he  furnishes  each  with  a  dagger, 
enjoining  her,  at  tho  same  time,  to  slay  her  lord  during 
the  nuptial  night  The  terrible  deed  was  executed. 
Hypennnostra  alone,  soothed  by  lore,  and  preferring 
the  reputation  of  cowardice  to  that  of  blood-guiltiness 
(Fro.  887),  spared  Lyneeus,  the  partner  of  her  couch. 
Hero  one  duty  could  not  be  obsorred  without  violating 
another,  and  thus  was  brought  about  that  oollision 
between  two  primary  prindplos  of  human  nature^  tho 
loociiciliation  of  whidi  constitutes  the  essence  of  tho 
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iBsehyloan  drama.  The  remark  of  Groto  with  rcfcrcnco 
to  this  feature  of  Grecian  tragedy  will  bo  perused  with 
interest :  "  The  tragedian,"  he  says,  **  not  only  appeals 
more  powerfully  to  the  ethical  sentiments  than  poetry 
had  ever  done  before,  but  also,  by  raising  these  grave 
and  touching  questions,  addresses  a  stimulus  and  elial- 
lengo  to  the  intellect,  spurring  it  on  to  ethical  specu- 
lation.'* 

From  the  Hellenic  point  of  view,  Hypennncstra  was 
regarded  as  a  criminal,  while  the  bloody  deed  of  her 
sisters  was  extolled  as  an  act  of  heroism,  enjoined  not 
only  by  their  father,  but  by  the  gods  themselves. 

The  suitors,  moreover,  are  represented  from  the  first 
as  in  the  highest  degree  insolent  and  ovcrbcariug : 
barbarians,  they  had  dared  to  invade  the  sncrcd  soil  of 
Hellas,  and  the  vengeance  which  had  overtaken  them 
would  ally  itself  in  the  popular  imngination  with  the 
destruction  of  the  Oriental  hosts  whieh  had  so  recently 
crowned  the  grand  contemporary  conflict  between  Persia 
and  Hellas.  This  feeling  would  be  heightened  by  tlie 
war  between  Egypt  and  Athens,  whieh  began  n.o.  462. 

The  trial  of  Hypeminestra  most  probably  formed  the 
principal  subject  of  "  Tho  Danaidcs,"  the  concluding 
member  of  the  trilogy.  Prom  a  fragment  of  the  pro- 
logue which  has  been  preserved,  we  learn  that  the 
drama  opened  with  the  hymn  with  which  it  was  cus- 
tomary to  awoken  the  newly-married  pair : 

"Since  now  arises  the  bright  lamp  of  day, 
Tlie  bri(U»groomi  I  awako  with  Iriendly  lay, 
Chanted  by  choral  bands  of  youths  and  maids," 
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The  honron  of  tbo  bridal  ni^i  weald  tliiis  be 
xoveiled,  togotlior  with  what  was  rcgaidod  at  the 
troadMcene  dmumoy  of  Hyponiiiioatn.  Acoocding  to 
the  aaeiont  itoiy,  she  wat  cart  bj  her  faihor  into  priaon, 
end  snbisqiionily  hroojdit  to  trial  bofbro  e  court  with 
the  constitiitaoii  of  which  wo  aro  not  acquainted. 
The  goddcsi  Aphrodite  hcrsilf  api>oarB  to  plead  hor 
caMO^  rominding  oa  of  the  trial  of  Orostoa  bofore  the 
eoart  of  Aieopagns^  when  FdUs  Athena,  aa  prosidonti 
gafo  her  casting  vote  in  his  faronr.
